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Terminology 


‘Arraf 

It is an Arabic word to mean a diviner and a fortuneteller. The 
female of ‘arraf is ‘arrafa. However, a similar word ‘arafa means 
divination, fortunetelling or even fortuneteller’s trade. 

A fortuneteller relies on jinns to bring him news and information 
about the future. Most of the time they bring news which are 
partially true. While the jinns are trying to steal the informations 
from outside this orbit, they are killed by the ember of the 
meteorites. Never ever an ‘arraf is a true fortuneteller. His final 
life is usually miserable due to his reliance on jinns who will harm 
him. 


Ibliss 


This is an Arabic word mentioned in the Qur’an 11 times. The 
other Qur’anic words are: 

•s’ Yublisu . It is a verb in the present tense. To be struck dumb 
with despair. It is mentioned in the Qur’an once in Surah Al- 
Room:

On the day that the hour will be established, the 
guilty will be struck dumb with despair. (Qur’an, 
30:12)

Mubliseen . It is the object in the plural sense of mubliss. It 
means that people are plunged in despair. It is mentioned in the 
Qur’an in Surah Al-Room: 



Even though, before they received (the rain) - just 
before this — they were dumb with despair! 
(Qur’an, 30:49) 

«*■ Mublisoon . It is the subject of the verb Ablasa and it is in the 
plural form of mubliss. It is mentioned 3 times in the Qur’an 
(6:44), (23:77) and (43:75):

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But when they forgot the warning they had 
received, We opened to them the gates of all (good) 
things until, in the midst of their enjoyment of our 
gifts, oh a sudden, We called them to account, 
when lo! They were plunged in despair! (Qur’an, 
6 :44) 
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Until We open on them a gate leading to a severe 
punishment: then lo! They will be plunged in 
despair therein! (Qur’an, 23:77)

Nowise will the (punishment) be lightened for 
them, and in despair will they be there over¬ 
whelmed. (Qur’an, 43:75) 

Therefore, the meaning of the word Ibliss is that he was the first 
creature of jinns. He can be considered to be the father of all the 
jinns. In contrast one can correlate this creature in a similar way 
to the first creature of mankind, namely Adam. The Qur’an is full 
of information about this particular creature who insisted to 
d isobey Allah and did not apologize for his mistakes. He was 
thrown out of Paradise and became enemy to Adam and to his 
descendants. 

‘Ifreet 


It is a Qur’anic word mentioned only once in Surah Al-Naml (The 
Ant, 27:39). It means a demons or devil. The plural of which is 
‘afareet. The meaning is malicious, mischievous, sly, cunning, 
crafty, wily, afreet, imp, and devil. 

Jinn 


It is an Arabic word which refers to the invisible creatures that 
were created from fire. They are either harmful or helpful. They 
interfere with the lives of the mortals. The word jinn has been 
mentioned in the Qur’an 51 times in different forms such as: 
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Al-Jinn 


■s Tanna (6:76): To cover, hide, conceal, to become dark and 
night. The other meanings are to become possessed, insane, mad 
and crazy. 

■s -Taann (Al-Jaann): This word is found 7 times in the Qur’an. 
It refers to jinns and demons. 

•s’ Al-Jinn : The invisible beings. Some became believing 
Muslims while others refused and stayed as unbelievers. The first 
group is good and helpful, while the later group is mischievous, 
demons and harmful. This word has been mentioned in the Qur’an 
22 times. The female of jinn is jinniyah. 

■s’ Tinnah : This is an Arabic word mentioned in the Qur’an 10 
times. The group as a whole of jinns is called jinnah. It also may 
mean possessed by jinns. 

■s’ Mainoon: A person who became insane, possessed, crazy 
and mad. This word has been mentioned in the Qur’an 11 times. 

Kaahin 


The word kaahin means a fortuneteller. The Arabic root for this 
word is the verb of kahana and takah-hana. It means to predict 
and to tell the future. Kaahin has another meaning too. A priest 
is known as a kahin, the plural of which is kahanah or kuh-haan. 


Munaiiim 

It is an Arabic word which means astrologer, and its synonym is 
najjam. The plural of munajjim is munajjumoon. 
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Shaitan 


It is an Arabic word seen in the Qur’an 138 times in four different 
forms: 

os’ Ash-shaitan : This word is found 68 times in the Qur’an. It 
means that particular satan, devil or fiend. 

«sf Shaitaanann : It is found in the Qur’an twice and it means a 
particular satan who sneaks around people to distract them from 
the straight way. 

■fir Ash-shavateen : It is found in the Qur’an 67 times. It is the 
plural form of ash-shaitan. 

■s* Shavaateenihim : It is found once in the Qur’an; it reflects the 
possessive form of shaitan in its plural form. 


<sp Shaitaanee : Sometimes it is said that a person acts in the 
same manner as a shaitan. He is referred to as shaitaanee or 
called shaitaanee which means satanic, devilish, demonic, hellish, 
etc.

Adam and Ibliss 



Behold! We said to the angels, "Prostrate to 
Adam." They prostrated except Ibliss. He was 
one of the Jinns, and he broke the command of 
his Lord. Will you then take him and his progeny 
as protectors rather than Me? And they are 
enemies to you! Evil would be the exchange for 
the wrong-doers! [Qur’an, 18:50] 

The relationship of Adam and Ibliss is that of two different 
creatures. The former was blessed by Allah while the latter was 
cursed, and cast out. The first made a mistake, and then apolo¬ 
gized to Allah, and was forgiven. Ibliss was arrogant and did not 
apologize. Being arrogant, and argumentative he refused to be 
humble, and refused to apologize. Accordingly, he was blamed, 
cursed and was cast out from the mercy of Allah. 

The early information about these two creatures is taken directly 
from the Qur’an. After Adam was created, Allah ordered the 
angels, and the other creatures to prostrate to Adam. All obeyed 
Allah except Ibliss. The best explanation of this situation is found 
in the Qur’an in Surah Al-Baqarah (The Cow) where Allah says:

Behold, your Lord said to the angels: "I will 
create a vicegerent on earth." They said: "Will 
you place therein one who will make mischief 
therein and shed blood? - While we do celebrate 
Your praises and glorify Your holy (name)?" He 
said: "I know what you know not." And He 
taught Adam the names of all things; then He 
placed them before the angels, and said: "Tell Me 
the names of these if you are right." They said: 
Glory to You of knowledge we have none, save 
what you Have taught us: in truth it is You Who 
are peifect in knowledge and wisdom." He said: 
"O Adam! Tell them their names." When he had 
told them, Allah said: "Did I not tell you that / 
know the secrets of heaven and earth, and I know

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what you reveal and what you conceal?" And 
behold, We said to the angels: "Bow down to 
Adam." And they bowed down; Not so Ibliss; 
he refused and was haughty. He was of those 
who reject faith. [Qur’an, 2:30-34] 

The relation between Ibliss and Adam became tense. Jealousy 
started from Ibliss against Adam, and his wife Eve. Ibliss could 
not tolerate to see Adam in a higher position. He tried to find the 
loop holes in the personality of Adam and Eve. He was able to 
recognize that Adam and Eve were instructed by Allah to enjoy 
paradise, and to refrain from one tree. He used his sneaking 
approach towards them. He started whispering to them, enticing 
them to taste that tree in order to stay eternally in paradise. 
Adam, and his wife forgot what Allah instructed them. Therefore, 
they fell into the trap of Shaitan (Satan). 

In -Surah Taha, Allah reveal s such type of information: -

We had already, beforehand taken the covenant of 
Adam, but he forgot, and We found on his part no 
firm resolve. [Qur’an, 20:115] 


Unfortunately, Adam and Eve ate from that prohibited tree and 
accordingly their private organs were exposed. They tried to 
cover themselves with the leaves of paradise. They felt ashamed 
of themselves. Such information is revealed in the Qur’an in many 
places. In Surah Al-A’raaf (the Heights), Allah says the 
following: 
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/ X* 



Then began Satan to whisper suggestions to them 
in order to reveal to them their shame that was 
hidden from them (before): he said: "Your Lord 
only forbade you this tree, lest you should become 
angels or such beings as live forever." And he 
swore to them both, that he was their sincere 
adviser. [Qur’an, 7:20-21] 

It should be stated here that Allah did not inform us about the type 
of tree. It is the apple tree or the tree of knowledge as some 
Christians quote the Bible says, referring to it as "the tree of 

knowl e dge;" others r e f e r to it as "th e forbidd e n tr ee ." -The- 

Muslims refer to it as "a tree." It cannot be "the tree of 
knowledge" because Allah taught Adam all the knowledge that he 
should know. Also, the first revelation of Allah to Prophet 
Muhammad was about reading and seeking knowledge. 

However, in Surah Taha, Allah reveals that both Adam and Eve, 
after eating from that tree, they became aware of their body and 
their private organs being exposed. They felt shame and remorse. 
Adam, hence, disobeyed Allah and committed a mistake. The 
Qur’an states the following: 
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But Satan whispered evil to him. He said, "O 
Adam! Shall I lead you to the Tree of Eternity 
and to a kingdom that never decays?" In the 
result, they both ate of the tree, and so their 
nakedness appeared to them; they began to sew 
together, for their covering, leaves from the 
garden. Thus did Adam disobey his Lord, and 
allow himself to be seduced. [Qur’an, 20:120- 
121 ] 

Therefore, it is not Eve who committed the mistake and it was not 
she who pushed her husband to eat from that tree. She was not 
the cause to be expelled with her husband from Paradise. She was 
not the source of evil. The source of evil was satan himself. 

However, while both Adam and Eve made a mistake, they were 
humble enough to apologize to Allah. They asked for His 
forgiveness. Allah, with His ultimate mercy, gave them 
forgiveness. Allah says in Surah Al-Baqarah (The Cow) about 
such forgiveness the following: 



Then learned Adam from his Lord words of 
inspiration, and his Lord turned towards him; for 
He is Oft-Returning, Most Merciful. [Qur’an, 
2:37] 
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Hence there is no original sin to be carried with them. Such 
concept is not acceptable by Islam at all. Accordingly, there is no 
need for a savior to be crucified to wipe out our sins. Moreover, 
there is no need for confession, nor for baptism. Every human 
being is bom pure and innocent of any mistakes or sin from his 
own parents or from other people. If after the age of puberty a 
person commits a mistake, it is then recorded against him. 
However, there are rules and regulations for wiping out one’s own 
mistakes. Allah has already guided us to ask Him directly for His 
forgiveness, on the condition that we are honest, sincere, and that 
we will not repeat the very same mistake with ill intention. We 
must also take the initiative to do good before it is too late. In 
Surah Al- Furqan (The Criterion), Allah says the following: 






Unless he repents, believes and works righteous 
deeds, for Allah will change the evil of such 
persons into good, and Allah is Oft-Forgiving, 
Most Merciful. [Qur’an, 25:70] 


Allah demanded from both groups (Ibliss on one side, Adam and 
Eve on the other), to come down to this earth, and make their own 
way. At the same time Allah informed both parties that as of that 
time they were to be enemies to one another. Their animosity is 
to stay till the Day of Judgement. Allah warned Adam, Eve and 
their offsprings to be careful from the wickedness and whispering 
of Ibliss and his offsprings. 

Although Shaitan and his offsprings are enemies to Adam and 
mankind, one has to realize here that guidance is being given by 
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Allah to all those who seek it. If the whole world including all 
mankind and the Jinns have joined together to harm someone, they 
will never ever be able to do so. Allah says in Surah Al-Baqarah 
(The Cow) the following:

We said, "Get you down all from here. And if, as 
is sure, there comes to you guidance from Me, 
whosoever follows My guidance, on them shall be 
no fear, nor shall they grieve. [Qur’an, 2:38] 


Moreover, Allah informed us in the following Ayat in Surah Taha 
about His forgiveness, His demand from them to come down to 
the planet earth, the animosity of Shaitan to mankind, and the 
guidance of Allah to those who seek it:

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But his Lord chose him (for His Grace). He 
turned to him, and gave him guidance. He said, 

"Get you down, both of you — all together, from 
the garden, with enmity one to another; but if, as 
is sure, there comes to you guidance from Me, 
whosoever follows My guidance, will not lose his 
way, nor fall into misery. "But whosoever turns 
away from My Message, verily for him is a life 
narrowed down, and We shall raise him up blind 
on the Day of Judgement. " [Qur’an, 20:122-124] 

The sad story is that Shaitan and his offsprings have already waged 
a militant war against Adam and his offsprings. Such a war does 
exist and will continue to exist till the Day of Judgement. On the 
other hand Adam and his offsprings were told about the enmity of 
Shaitan and his offsprings. However, many people did not take it 
seriously and they fell into the plots and traps of these creatures. 


It is unfortunate that Adam and Eve did not work hard to convince 
Shaitan and his offsprings to apologize to Allah and become 
Muslims. It was only Prophet Muhammad who convinced his 
Shaitan to become a Muslim. Also, we will be able to recognize 
that some offsprings of Jinns became Muslims during the days of 
the Prophet, by listening to the recitation of the Holy Qur’an.

Curse on Ibliss

Allah said: "Then get you out from here; for you 
are rejected, accursed. And the curse shall be on 
you till the Day of Judgement." [Qur’an, 15:34- 
35] 


Allah demanded from the angels and all other creatures (Jinns) in 
the upper heaven to prostrate to Adam. They did obey Allah, 
except Ibliss who refused. Allah asked him as to why he was not 
prostrating. His answer was that he was created from fire while 
Adam was created from clay. He believed he was a better 
creature, and indeed he said it to Allah that he was better than 
Adam. 


By refusing to prostrate, by being argumentative, and not to ask 
forgiveness from Allah, he was blamed and cursed. Allah 
denounced him and banished him from paradise; he will never ever 
receive the mercy and blessing of Allah. While in Surah Al-Hijr 
(Rocky Tract) Ibliss was cursed by Allah; also, in Surah Saad 
Ibliss was cursed. Allah says the following:

(Allah) said: "Then get you out from here for you 
are rejected, accursed. And My curse shall be on 
you till the Day of Judgement." [Qur’an, 38:77-78]

Being cursed he had to seek revenge from his opponents (Adam 
and Eve). In this respect the Qur’an states in Surah Al-Nisaa’ 
(The Women): 






Allah did curse him, But he said: "I will take of 
your servants a portion marked off." [Qur’an, 
4:118] 


The type and dimension of revenge of Ibliss from Adam, Eve, 
and their children will be discussed later. 

It should be stated here that whoever follows Satan will also 
receive the curse of Allah. The Qur’an states a group of people 
who received or will receive the curse of Allah. The word curse 
in Arabic is La’nah, the verb of which is La’ana. The word 
La’nah, in its different forms, is mentioned in the Qur’an 
approximately 51 times. 

Allah already cursed the following group of people: 
h - The unbelievers 


Verify Allah has cursed the unbelievers and prepared for 
them a blazing fire. (Qur’an, 33:64) 

The people of the Sabbath 

O you People of the Book! Believe in what We have (now) 
revealed, confirming what was (already) with you, before We 
change the face and fame of some (of you) beyond all 
recognition, and turn them hindwards, or curse them as We 
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cursed the Sabbath-breakers, for the decision of Allah must 
be carried out. (Qur’an, 4:47) 

«sr The children of Israel (Israelites) 

Say: "Shall I point out to you something much worse than 
this, (as judged) by the treatment it received from Allah? 
Those who incurred the curse of Allah and His wrath, those 
of whom some He transformed into apes and swine, those 
who worshipped Evil — these are (many times) worse in rank, 
and far more astray from the even Path!" (Qur’an 5:60) 

**• Those who accuse chaste women 

Those who slander chaste women, indiscreet but believing, 
are cursed in this life and in the Hereafter. For them is a 
grievous penalty — on the Day of Judgement when their 
tongues, their hands, and their feet will bear witness against 
them as to their actions. (Qur’an, 24:23-24) 

Those who spread vices in the society 

But those who break the Covenant of Allah, after having 
plighted their word thereto, and cut asunder those things 
which Allah has commanded to be joined, and work mischief 
in the land — on them is the curse; for them is the terrible 
home. (Qur’an, 13:25) 

s’ Those who transgress limits (zalimeen) 

Who does more wrong than those who invent a lie against 
Allah? They will be turned back to the presence of their 
Lord, and the witnesses will say, "They are the ones who lied 
against their Lord! Behold, the curse of Allah is on those 
who do wrong." (Qur’an, 11:18) 
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«■ Those who die as disbelievers 

Those who reject Faith, and die rejecting, on them is Allah’s 
curse, and the curse of angels, and of all mankind. (Qur’an, 
2:161) 

«*■ Those who are Hypocrites, Polytheists and Mushriks (those 
who make partners with Allah) 

And that He may punish the hypocrites, men and women, 
and the polytheists, men and women, who imagine an evil 
opinion of Allah. On them is a round of evil: the wrath of 
Allah is on them. He has cursed them and got hell ready for 
them; and evil is it for a destination. (Qur’an, 48:6) 

■*" Those who are tyrants 

Such were the ( Ad people: They rejected the signs of their 
Lord and Cherisher; disobeyed His messengers; and followed 
the command of every powerful, obstinate transgressor. And 
they were pursued by a curse in this life — and on the Day of 
Judgement. Ah! Behold, for the‘Ad rejected their Lord and 
Cherisher! Ah! Behold, removed (from sight) were ‘Ad, the 
people of Hud. (Qur’an, 11:59-60) 

Those who lie 

The truth (comes) from your Lord alone; so be not of those 
who doubt. If anyone disputes in this matter with you, now 
after (full) knowledge has come to you, say, "Come! Let us 
gather together — our sons and your sons, our women and 
your women, ourselves and yourselves; then let us earnestly 
pray, and invoke the curse of Allah on those who lie! 
(Qur’an, 3:60-61)

religious or agnostic; and even with crimi¬ 
nals or innocent people. 

He knows every language of the world. He 
is very fluent in them. He can read, 
understand, speak, and communicate without 
having any foreign accent. His clients 
realize that he is part of them in every 
aspect of life: culture, customs, habits, 
religion, etc. 
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Foods: He does not cost anyone any money for his 

personal need for foods. He will share the 
foods with people without allowing them to 
see him at all. He can eat any and every 
variety of food irrespective of its taste, 
aroma or the type of menu. He can eat all 
types of foods whether people consider it 
Halal or not. He drinks all varieties of 
liquids. His best time to eat is when people 
themselves are eating and especially when 
they forget to mention the name of Allah. 
If he is not satisfied, he eats the feces of 
animals and the bones that are thrown in the 
garbage can. 

Commodities: Being a creature of salesmanship, he can sell 

anything to any customers. His commodi¬ 
ties are too many to be counted. In the 
department and grocery stores, there are all 
types of commodities being sold. Shaitan 
does not discriminate between Halal and 
Haram commodities. This is left for those 
who are naive, ignorant, and uncivilized. He 
is in the business of convincing others. 
Shaitan and his offsprings are experts in this 
field. No one creature on this planet can 
compete with them. He can demonstrate the 
use of any commodity, and he can lend it to 
be tested before buying it, leasing it or even 
renting it. 

General Characteristics of Shaitan 


He is a sneaker; he is neck-to-neck with all those individuals who 
do not remember Allah, with those who do not pray; with those 
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who do not fast; and with those who do not read Qur’an. He even 
tries his best to be close to those who believe, to those who pray, 
fast, and read Qur’an. As a sneaker, he tries to distract their 
t h inking, block their understanding, whisper to them while they are 
in their religious obligations. As a sneaker, people do not need to 
see him or to feel his presence with them. So he can talk to them, 
and they try to talk to themselves. They do not realize that they 
are talking to him. Hence, he enjoys communicating with them on 
different subjects, and at different levels. He makes sure that 
they should be busy with this world; that they should love the 
glamour of this life; and that they work hard to earn better life 
through every possible channel. He tries to give them the best 
answers to their questions. 

Shaitan makes sure that people are to understand that everything 
in this world is Halal. There is nothing called Haram. Allah 
created everything to be Halal. Allah is Ar-Rahman, Ar-Rahim, 
Al-Ghafoor, Al-Wadood. He is the Most Merciful and the Ever 
Merciful. He is the Most forgiving and the Most Gracious. 
Shaitan can convince anyone with these beautiful names of Allah; 
and he will make sure that they should not worry about the heavy 
penalty of Allah. He can convince anyone or you that Allah will 
never ever penalize you, as long as you believe in Him. Do 
whatever you want, and Allah will forgive you and He will take 
care of you because you believe He is the Most Merciful. 

Shaitan knows how to entice them to drink all varieties of 
alcohols, to eat all types of food products, to dance, mix with the 
opposite sex, get involved in sex, raping, gambling, stealing, 
heating, lying, cursing, killing, and etc. He knows how to 
convince people to join the caravan of these activities. He makes 
sure to polarize these activities as Halal for them. All those who 
say that such activities are Haram do not know what they are 
talking about. They do not know how to enjoy life; and they do 
not know what they are missing. All those who claim that such 
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activities are Haram, have fabricated these terminologies to forbid 
people from enjoying life. After all, people are to enjoy life to its 
maximum. No one should stop anyone from his/her lusts. 
Otherwise why in the world Allah created them. As long as Allah 
created this world with all its lust and enjoyment, people should 
not deny themselves the beauty of this life. 

Since Shaitan is a sneaker, he will do his best to distract people 
from the right path. It is understood that he is a sneaker and at the 
same time an enemy to each and every human being. It is, 
therefore, recommended not to listen to him. If and when any 
believer is attacked or even approached by a sneaking Shaitan, he 
should say: 

A ‘oozu billahi minash-shaitanir Rajeem. (I seek 
refuge in Allah from the outcast Shaitan.) 

This subject is to be discussed more in detail later in this book.

Animosity of 
Shaitan to Man 
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Did I not enjoin on you, O you children Of Adam, 
that you should not worship Satan; for that he 
was to you an enemy avowed? [Qur’an, 36:60] 


After Shaitan was cursed by Allah, he became jealous of Adam 
and Eve. He did his best to revenge from them in every possible 
way. He started his animosity against Adam, and Eve. He was 
successful in making them to be disobedient to Allah. They were 
humble to ask forgiveness, while Ibliss was arrogant and did not 
apologize. 

After they made their mistake Allah talked to them reminding them 
of His instruction not to obey Shaitan because he was their enemy. 
Such type of a reminder is stated in the Qur’an in Surah Al-A’raf 
(the Heights): 
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So by deceit he brought about their fall: when 
they tasted of the tree, their shame became 
manifest to them, and they began to sew together 
the leaves of the garden over their bodies. And 
their Lord called to them: "Did I not forbid you 
that tree, and tell you that Satan was an avowed 
enemy to you? [Qur’an, 7:22] 


Allah instructed them all to come down to this planet and to work 
out their way for salvation. Shaitan and his offsprings remained 
as the first enemies to Adam, Eve, and their children till the Day 
of Judgement. It seems that some of the children of Adam have 
already forgotten that the offsprings of Shaitan are still their 
enemies. They fell into his traps, his tricks, and his plots. 


Out of His Mercy, Allah sent regularly a series of prophets and 
messengers; teachers, and preachers; Da‘iyah and wise individuals 
to guide people and to bring them back to Allah. People are 
reminded on a regular basis to be aware of the animosity of 
Shaitan. Hence Allah demanded from people to be good to each 
other, to say the truth, to be humble, to be kind, and to say the 
best. Otherwise, Satan will create commotion, hatred, and enmity. 
In one place in the Qur’an, in Surah Al-Israa’ Allah says the 
following:

Say to My servants that they should (only) say 
those things that are best: for Shaitan does plant 
dissensions among them: for Shaitan is to man an 
avowed enemy. [Qur’an, 17:53] 
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This idea of enmity of Shaitan, and his offsprings to mankind is 
well known throughout the history. The famous story is that of 
Prophet Yusuf and his brothers where Shaitan was able to create 
commotion and enmity among them. Their father Yacoob (Jacob) 
instructed Yusuf not to inform his brothers about the dream he 
saw. Otherwise, Shaitan will play his role in creating problems, 
and crisis. He is well known as an enemy to mankind. This 
incident is recorded in the Qur’an in Surah Yusuf where Allah 
says: 



Said (the father): "My (dear) little son! Relate 
not your vision to your brothers, lest they concoct 
a plot against you: for Satan is to man an avowed 
enemy. [Qur’an, 12:5] 

Among other things, his enmity is to create dissention and division 
between husband and wife. In so doing, the family is broken and 
the society is in disarray. This particular activity of Shaitan is 
well known throughout the history. The Qur’an describes that the 
role of Shaitan is to divide the families into pieces as follows: 
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They follow what the evil ones gave out (falsely) 
against the power of Solomon: the blasphemers 
were, not Solomon, but the evil ones, teaching 
men magic, and such things as came down at 
Babylon to the angels Harut and Marut. But 
neither of these taught anyone (such things) 
without saying: "We are only for trial; so do not 
blaspheme. They learned from them the means to 
sow discord between man and wife. But they 
could not thus harm anyone except by Allah’s 
permission. And they learned what harmed them, 
not what profited them. And they knew that the 
buyers of (magic) would have no share in the 
happiness of the Hereafter. And vile was the price 
for which they did sell their souls, if they but 
knew! [Qur’an, 2:102] 
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Creation of Shaitan 




I have only created jinns, and mankind, that they 
may serve Me. [Qur’an, 51:56] 

The Qur’an states that Jinns were created from flame of fire, and 
free of smoke. That type of fire was of scorching wind. Allah 
describes the creation of Jinns, in several places in the Qur’an. In 
Surah Al-Hijr (The Rocky Tract), Allah says the following: 



And the jinn race, We had created before from the 
fire of a scorching wind. [Qur’an, 15:27] 

Moreover, in Surah Al-Rahman (The Most Merciful), Allah says 
the following about the creation of Jinns: 



And He created Jinns from fire free of smoke. 
[Qur’an, 55:15] 
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The idea that jinns were created from fire is mentioned in several 
places in the Qur’an. 

•s’ In Surah Al-A’raaf (The Heights), Allah says the following: 


y > 





(Allah) said: "What prevented you from prostrat¬ 
ing when I commanded you?" He said: "I am 
better than he; You did create me from fire, and 
him from clay." [Qur’an, 7:12] 


w Again, in Surah Saad, after Allah questioned Iblis about why 
he refused to prostrate to Adam, Iblis answered: 




(Iblis) said: "I am better than he: You created 
me from fire, and him You created from clay." 
[Qur’an, 38:76] 

This is all what is written in the Qur’an about their creation. We 
don’t know the exact type of fire, and what degree of heat was the 
scorching wind. We do know that the fire of this world is a fire 
that bums things to ashes. If and when a person is hit with fire, 
he will be burned with heavy pain in his central nervous system. 
The same thing is applied (on a much more sophisticated scale) to 
the Fire of Hell on the Day of Judgement. 
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We do know that Adam, after being made and shaped with wet 
clay, had to be dried by warming the clay with fire. It is therefore 
strange to recognize that Jinns being made of fire, can live, eat, 
reproduce, travel, and have the power to whisper to people. 





"...But the plotting of Evil will hem in only 
the authors thereof." [Qur’an, 35:43] 
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Activities of Shaitan 


The following is a partial list of activities that Shaitan does. They 
are too many to be counted. Some of his major activities are the 
following: 

•s” He gives orders to people, and the latter have to listen, and 
follow as close as possible. 

**" He gives false promises, and people should take these 
promises seriously. 

'’■s’ He scares people if they don’t follow him. As long as they 
don’t obey Allah, it is easy for Shaitan to scare them. 

“3" He invites people to follow him and to commit all types of 
activities. He knows no Halal or Haram. Everything is 
Halal. 

«*" He incites animosity among people. He enjoys seeing them 
enemies to one another. 

He incites Hatred so that people start fighting one another. 
He enjoys seeing them unhappy with one another. 

He makes people to forget Allah by keeping them busy in the 
affairs of this world. The more they are preoccupied with this 
world, the more they forget Allah. 

He pretends to be a good friend to people; otherwise, they 
will not listen to him. He also pretends that he is the best 
advisor to them. 
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■s’ He whispers regularly to them in a sneaking way. He has no 
courage to come to them face to face. 

■a* He makes sure that he does not reveal his identity, otherwise 
people may shy away from him or even ran away. His name 
scares many people. Hence it is better not to identify himself 
as Shaitan, jinn, ghost, spirit, etc. 

■s' He acts as a sneaker. He waits for the moment when people 
forget Allah, to jump forward, and sneakingly acts as an 
advisor. 

■*" He remains neck-to-neck around people otherwise he loses his 
job, or he will be denounced by his supervisors. 

■s’ He leads people astray from Allah, so that they will go with 
him to hell, instead of him being alone. 

■s’ He is revengeful and vendictive; when he strikes he hurts and 
he may abuse others physically. 

■s’ He lets people down, because he has nothing under his 
property to offer except false hopes and illusions. 

■s’ He makes sure that people should follow him by using every 
possible and logical approach to convince them. 

■s’ He makes sure that people are to worship him. Following 
Shaitan, means that the person has already submitted himself 
to his orders and became a slave to him. 

■s’ He tries to control the destiny of people. Their future hopes 
and aspirations are relied on his instructions, orders and false 
hopes. 
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*3" He makes sure that he does not reveal his name as a ghost, 
but as a hidden friend wishing them the best. 

**■ He is a source of distraction for them from worshipping God, 
and obeying Him. Even during salat he makes sure to distract 
them. 

■s’ He creates commotion otherwise his life is miserable. He 
enjoys seeing people fighting one another. 

® He teaches magic. People have to pledge allegiance to him 
before teaching any type of magic. The knowledge of magic 
is to do harm to other people, and especially to husbands and 
wives. 

■*■ He tries to steal information from outside the orbit. While 
trying to do so, Allah sends meteorites to bum him and to get 
rid of him. 

He pushes people to commit all types of Haram, immorality 
and vulgarity. 

•s' He makes sure that people are to do all these vices privately 
as well as publicly; and at the same time they should think and 
believe that these activities are all Halal. 

•*■ He makes sure that people should not be shy, timid, or having 
any type of Hayaa.’ They should be bold and strong to do all 
types of vices without feeling ashamed of themselves. It is on 
the contrary; those who commit immorality, should accuse and 
blame those who don’t get involved in vices. The latter 
activities are to be publicized, and popularized as noble acts 
of life itself. They would have enough supporters from within 
the human being side. Any person who is shy and timid 
should go to a psychiatrist to be examined and to be treated. 
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The main role of Shaitan is to create dissension between husbands 
and wives. In so doing, he will make sure that they hate one 
another. Accordingly, they end up into divorce. Hence, the fight 
will start for the custody of the children. Therefore, a problem is 
created in the family. When parents choose their love and their 
family ties, the cornerstone for the foundation of the society is 
destroyed.

When separation or divorce takes place, children will not be raised 
properly with one single parent. They will be unstable in their 
personality. Shaitan finds it easier to enter the hearts and minds 
of the children. He will lead them to wrong places. Hence, he 
makes them criminals in the society. 
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Promises of Shaitan 



Satan makes them promises, and creates in them 
false hopes, but Satan’s promises are nothing but 
deception. [Qur’an, 4:120] 

One has to understand that Satan has nothing to give or even to 
offer. He only promises false hopes. His promises are too many 
to be counted. He is so smart, and intelligent that he is able to 
deceive many innocent people. He is also able to deceive the good 
believers, sometimes through glamorization, and some other time 
through spiritual illusions. 

After being kicked out of paradise he requested Allah to allow him 
to give promises to human beings. He was granted the permission 
not only to give false promises, but to go a step further. He was 
also granted the idea of arousing their interest in this wprld using 
his seductive voice and attractive whispering. The Qur’an explains 
this approach in a beautiful way as follows: 
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And arouse those whom you can among them, 
with your (seductive) voice, make assaults on them 
with your cavalry and your infantry; mutually 
share with them wealth, and children, and make 
promises to them. But Satan promises them 
nothing but deceit. [Qur’an, 17:64] 


It should be mentioned here, that anytime people want to do good 
or favor, Shaitan scares them. For example, if a person wants to 
donate money for a good cause, Shaitan scares him with poverty. 
He may entice the person to delay his help now by saying to him: 
"You don’t have money now, delay it for the next week." He may 
inspire him negatively that he does not have enough money to 
spend. One should keep it for emergency. Such a person would 
be poor in his judgement. He believes his personal analysis, and 
he delays the payment, and in so doing loses a golden opportunity 
in gaining the blessings and rewards of Allah. The Qur’an 
explains this attitude very explicitly in Surah Al-Baqara (The Cow) 
as follows: 
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Satan threatens you with poverty, and bids you to 
conduct unseemly. Allah promises you His 
forgiveness, and bounties. And Allah cares for 
all, and He knows all things. [Qur’an, 2:268] 


The most astonishing thing is that during the Day of Judgement 
Satan is going to admit to people his mistakes and mischiefs. 
However, he will be bold enough at that time to defend himself, 
and put the blame on people who were naive enough to believe 
him and to follow him. In Surah Ibrahim, Allah explains this 
situation very clearly. He says the following: 
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And Satan will say when thf matter is decided: It 
was Allah who gave you a promise of truth: I too 
promised, but I failed in my promise to you. I had 
no authority over you except to call you, but you 
listened to me; then reproach not me, but reproach 
your own souls. I cannot listen to your cries, nor 
can you listen to mine. I rejected your former act 
in associating me with Allah. For wrong doers 
there must be a grievous chastisement. [Qur’an, 

14:221 

Those who read Qur’an, should recognize their fate and situation 
if they are to follow the advice of Shaitan. They will be the real 
losers in this world, and much more in the hereafter. In this 
world a person may loose his job, his wife, his children, and even 
himself. He might end up without job and without a home. He 
may get involved in unlawful activities that might lead him to jail 
or to be killed. 

However, on the Day of Judgement he will go to Hell instead of 
Paradise. His stay in Hell depends upon the degree of crimes and 
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unlawful activities that he got involved in. Therefore, one has to 
protect himself and to prevent himself from getting involved in the 
unlawful and the illegal activities spiritually, socially, culturally, 
physically and biologically.

I will mislead them, and / will create in them false 
desires; I will order them to slit the ears of cattle, 
and to deface the (fair) nature created by Allah. 
Whoever, Forsaking Allah, takes Satan for a 
friend, has of a surety suffered a loss that is 
manifest. [Qur’an, 4:119] 
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Shaitan cannot live peacefully until and unless he drags people 
behind him. He wants continnously to keep them as his 
subordinates. Hence, he visits them regularly and talks to them 
in a sneaking way. He drags them to follow him and he wants 
them to take him as a "waliy." In so doing he will act as their 
guardian and protector. 

As soon as he becomes their guardian (Waliy), he starts 
demanding them to follow him, to obey him, and to have complete 
faith in him. Anytime that person would be reluctant to obey him, 
Satan will scare him. For those who follow him are to be scared. 
However, the believers are not scared at all. They fear Allah 
alone, In this respect the Qur’an states in Surah Al-Imran the 
following: 



It is only the evil one that suggests to you the fear 
of his votaries: Be you not afraid of them, but 
fear Me, if you have faith. [Qur’an, 3:175] 

The most awful thing is that Shaitan gives orders to his followers 
to kill other people, especially to kill the believers. The followers 
of Shaitan feel that the believers are their enemies, and hence they 
should get rid of them in any capacity at anytime and at any cost. 
The followers of Shaitan do fight for his sake and his pleasure. 
However, believers are to fight for the love of Allah. Therefore, 
the believers are ordered to strike the followers of Shaitan 
otherwise they will be hit. The Qur’an states in Surah Al-Nisaa’ 
(The Women) the following: 
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Those who believe fight in the cause of Allah, and 
those who reject faith fight in the cause of evil 
(Taghut): So fight you against the friends of 
Satan; feeble indeed is the cunning of Satan. 

[Qur’an, 4:76] 

Muslims are ordered by Allah not to follow the instructions or 
even the advice of Satan; otherwise they will be trapped under his 
control. Then they will be lead astray. The moment they get in 
under his control, he will promise them to be promoted from being 
regular friends to become members of his big family. That big 
family is no more than the tribe or ‘Asheera of Satan. The 
ignorant and the innocent human beings feel that they are not alone 
in the line of companionship of Satan. This type of feeling gives 
them a psychological satisfaction that they are in the right 
direction. They will feel happy and satisfied. They will forget 
their obligations to Allah because they are preoccupied with 
worldly affairs. At the same time they are given hopes and 
aspirations to be promoted to higher levels. Such higher positions 
are to be members of the same party and the same army leaders. 
Such false hopes and aspirations will trap many people into the 
folds of Satan. 

One has to recognize in advance the tricks of Satan so that he will 
be able to protect himself way in advance from Satan. 
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O you children of Adam! Let not Satan seduce 
you, in the same manner as he got your parents 
out of the Garden, stripping them of their raiment, 
to expose their shame: for he and his tribe watch 
you from a position where you cannot see them: 
We made the evil ones friends (only) to those 
without Faith. [Qur’an, 7:27] 


It should be stated here that Shaitan is made out of smoke and 
scorching fire. It is therefore not easy to see anyone of those 
creatures in their original forms unless they personify themselves 
in certain shapes. They go from place to place, and they enjoy 
those places where people don’t mention the name of Allah. They 
also go to those places where immorality and vulgarity are being 
committed. Those places could be night clubs, dancing places, 
places where alcohol is being served and where adultery and 
fornication are being committed. 

Allah demanded from all the children of Adam to live with 
moderation, to dress with modesty, and not to expose their flesh 
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to anyone. Even for the married couples, they are to enjoy 
matrimonial relationship while they are covering themselves with 
a blanket or a linen sheet. 

There are also angels around us and with us all the time. Anytime 
a couple expose their bodies, the angels feel shy and run away. 
The moment the angels leave, Shaitan will enter the bedroom and 
occupy the whole house. At that time they will enjoy the haunted 
house. They try their best to encourage the couple to approach 
each other wrongly rather than what Allah informed them. As a 
result they will fall in the trap of Shaitan by committing sins 
among themselves. 

For this reason our Prophet reminded us to read Qur’an, to make 
Du’a, and cover ourselves. 

It should be stated here that the members of his tribe are only from 
jinns. However, they recruit people to become part of their party 
and finally part of their army. To become a member of the tribe 
of Ibliss, you are to be an obedient servant and a committed 
soldier. You are promised to become an associate member of their 
tribe. As stated before that only jinns are active members of the 
tribe of Ibliss. Human beings are followers and receive instruc¬ 
tions from the tribe members. These instructions are given in a 
beautiful way such as whispering, illusions and day-dreaming. 

The ignorant individuals get excited when illusions pass their 
thinking and their minds. Accordingly, they build false hopes and 
aspirations. They try to build plans to be executed. Nothing 
comes true. After being an associate member of the tribe of Ibliss, 
he is given certain information and some good news to encourage 
him to stay the rest of his life in the circle. It is too late to get out 
because he will be punished severely. Such punishment may lose 
him certain faculty of his body such as: sight, hearing, or 
paralysis. 
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The Evil One (Shaitan) has got the better of them: 
So he has made them lose the remembrance of 
Allah. They are the Party of the Evil One 
(Shaitan). Truly, It is the Party of the Evil One 
that will Perish! [Qur’an, 58:19] 


It should be stated here that Shaitan shall not be happy at all until 
he establishes a party of followers. He feels happy to have as 
many people as possible at any cost. He knows how to give good 
hopes and aspirations so as to trap them into his folds, and his 
party. The moment they join his group, he traps them to stay 
there by promoting them from one level to the other. They will 
try to enjoy all types of life activities to please him. In so doing 
they are also pleasing their own egos and lusts. 

Shaitan knows exactly that he is The Loser, and he is the First 
Loser. He will not feel happy to be the only Loser. Hence, he 
does his best to recruit individuals to join his caravan as if he is 
the winner, and as if they are also the winners. 

As members of the Party of Shaitan, people are to commit 
themselves to follow orders, instructions, and recommendations. 
Such types of commands depend upon the level of commitment to 
his party. The more people are loyal to Shaitan, the more he 
demands from them.

Al-Jinn 


One has to recognize here that all members of the party are to go 
to Hell, and be punished into it. Their punishment is going to be 
very heavy inside Hell. The Qur’an states emphatically such types 
of punishment for all those who follow the Party of Shaitan. In 
Surah Al-Fatir (The Original Creator), Allah says the following: 

> > '.? >>>' >/<. ' < 



Verily Satan is an enemy to you: so treat him as 
an enemy. He only invites his adherents (party 
members), that they may become companions of 
the Blaring Fire. [Qur’an, 35:6] 
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Anrf to those straying in Evil, the Fire will be 
placed in full view; and it shall be said to them: 

Where are the (gods) you worshipped besides 
Allah? Can they help you or help themselves? 

■ Then they will be thrown headlong into the (Fire); 

They and those straying in Evil, and the whole 
hosts of Ibliss together. [Qur’an, 26:91-95] 

Ibliss is very smart. He plans his strategies, organizes himself 
properly, and executes his plans with wisdom through cheating, 
false hopes, glamour of position, sex and wealth. After 
establishing his own party, he goes on to establish his own army. 
Their role is to defend his party. The members of his party are 
from both mankind and jinns. 

The same thing is to be said about his army. As a soldier in the 
army, a person should be ready to die in order to save the name 
and the reputation of the leader (Shaitan), as well as the name and 
fame of the party. 

There are enough people who go out of their way to kill people. 
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They themselves in turn will be killed either as a retaliation or 
through the law and order of the different governments in the 
world. The only winner in this world is Shaitan. The losers are 
both mankind and jinns. Men are losers on this planet earth as 
well as in the hereafter. 

During the Day of Judgement, Hell is to be shown to the members 
of the party as well as to the army of Shaitan. All of them are to 
be thrown into Hell. They will start arguing with each other, 
blaming each other, and each one starts weeping and crying for the 
destiny that he had arrived at. There will be no defendant and no 
attorney to plead their case. At that time they wish to have a 
second life so that they will be good believers and faithful servants 
to Allah. However, it will be too late of course. The Qur’an 
makes it clear in Surah Al-Shu‘araa’ (The Poets); it goes as 
follows: 


JpJ lft 


They will say there in their mutual bickering: By 
Allah, we were truly in an error manifest, when 
we held you as equals with the Lord of the Worlds; 
and our seducers were only those who were steeped 
in guilt. Now, then, we have none to intercede 
(for us), nor a single friend to feel (for us). Now 
if we only had a chance of return, we shall truly 
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be of those who believe! Verily in this is a Sign 
but most of them do not believe; and verily your 
Lord is He, the Exalted in Might, Most Merciful. 
[Qur’an, 26:96-104] 




Indeed, Allah is Beautiful and He loves beauty. 
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It is We Who have set out the Zodiacal Signs in 
the heavens, and made them fair-seeming to (all) 
beholders; and (moreover) We have guarded them 
from very evil spirit accursed: But any that gains 
a hearing by stealth, is pursued by a flaming fire, 
bright (to see). [Qur’an, 15:16-18] 

Stealing information from outside the earth’s orbit was a habit, a 
custom, and a livelihood for the jinns. Such information were to 
be passed over to the individual people who have requested them 
to do so. 

The concepts of astrology, palm reading, and psychic could be 
among those disciplines that people developed throughout the 
history of mankind. A person who is to receive any information 
is to submit himself totally to the jinns before they will be able to 
help him. 

After the revelation of the Qur’an, Allah demanded from all 
human beings, that their guidance is totally from the Qur’an. Any 
reliance on the jinns is considered a matter of Shirk (partnership 
with Allah). Jinns are no more to steal the information from 
outside this orbit otherwise they will be burned immediately 
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through meteorites. This type of information is stated in the 
Qur’an in Surah Al-Mulk (The Sovereign), where Allah says: 







And We have, (from of old), adorned the lowest 
heaven with lamps, and We have made such 
(lamps) (as) missiles to drive away the Evil Ones, 
and have prepared for them the penalty of the 
Blazing Fire. [Qur’an, 67:5] 
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Worshipping of Shaitan 



One Day He will gather them all together, and say 
to the angels, "Was it you that these men used to 
worship?" They will say, "Glory to You our (tie) is 
with You as Protector — not with them. Nay, but 
they worshipped the Jinns: most of them believed 
in them. [Qur’an, 34:40-41] 

While Shaitan orders people to follow him, he also orders them to 
commit sins and immorality. He demands from them (while they 
are not aware of what they are thinking or speaking) to say 
something wrong about Allah with ignorance. They may say that 
we people were created in the image of God. God personified 
Himself in the shape of a human being. God got a baby son, and 
His son is the only begotten son. Moreover, His son is not only 
a son, but he is God at the same time. He is Lord Jesus. 
Whoever does not believe such thing is considered to be a Kafir, 
an unbeliever, and an infidel. He is doomed and he is going to 
hell! 

As one may see, Shaitan is able to cheat so many people and ask 
them to follow him. Poor are those people who could not use 
their minds, and who refuse to use their intellect! They closed 
their understanding and followed Shaitan blindly with emotion. 
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One should remember that Shaitan encourages people to denounce 
Allah, the Day of Judgement, the belief in Angels, the belief in 
Prophet Muhammad and the whole teachings of Allah to all His 
prophets and messengers. When people become agnostics, he 
pushes them to become atheists and godless people. When such 
people denounce Allah and His teachings, they fall in the trap of 
Shaitan as slaves and captives to him. They lose their sense of 
belonging, and they wander around in vain and hopelessness. 

During the Day of Judgement, Shaitan is to excuse himself and to 
confirm his innocence of what people have committed. He will 
denounce those individuals and will put the blame of kufr on them. 
The Qur’an states explicitly such a dialogue in Surah Al-Hashr 
(The Gathering), 



(Their allies deceived them), like the Evil One 
(Shaitan), when he says to man, ‘Deny Allah 9 : 
but when (man) denies Allah, (the Evil One) says, 
7 am free of you: I do fear Allah, the Lord of 
the Worlds!’ The end of both will be that they will 
go into the fire, dwelling therein forever. Such is 
the reward of the wrongdoers. [Qur’an, 59:16-17] 
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The sad situation is that both of them are going to be losers, and 
both are to enter Hell, to live there, and to dwell there forever. 

The idea of worshipping jinns does not mean to pray to them. It 
means to follow and obey them. Obedience may mean worship¬ 
ping someone. Those who obey Allah are called Muslims. For 
this reason, one can read in the Qur’an about the obedience of 
some people to their religious leaders. Such obedience is 
considered as a matter of worship. Allah accused those who 
worship (obey) anyone other than Him. In Surah Tawbah 
(repentance), Allah says the following: 
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They take their priests and their anchorites to be 
their lords derogation of Allah, and (they take as 
their Lord) Christ, the son of Mary; yet they were 
commanded to worship but One God: There is no 
god but He. Praise and glory to Him: (Far is He) 
from having the partners they associate (with 
Him). [Qur’an, 9:31] 

It should be made clear here that whoever follows man-made 
systems, rules and regulations other than those ordained by Allah 
are considered worshippers to the ones who made those systems. 
This means that people who have made their own systems, are 
worshipping anything other than Allah. To explain this point 
more, one should state here that secularism, democracy, 




capitalism, socialism, communism and all other isms are the 
making of people. Hence, whoever submits to such systems is 
considered a worshipper of human beings. One more point is to 
be considered here: Whoever is in a position to legislate systems, 
rules and regulations that are not within the decisions of Allah, is 
considered as if he is the creator. He is doomed. Those who 
follow any are considered Mushriks. Both groups (followers of 
Shaitan and worshipper of human beings) shall be punished and 
penalized here and in the hereafter. 
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Wften you see wen engaged in vain discourse 
about Our Signs, turn away from them unless they 
turn to a different theme. If Satan ever makes you 
forget, then after recollection, do not sit in the 
company of those who do wrong. [Qur’an, 6:68] 

It should be understood that every human being is chased by a 
large number of Shaitans. They try their best to make people 
forget the remembrance of Allah. As soon as a person is 
preoccupied with his worldly affairs, he will automatically fall into 
the traps of forgetfulness of Allah and his obligations to Him. 
This means that he will forget to pray on time, and to pay Zakat 
on time, and with equal proportion. He will give himself false 
excuses. However, Allah reminded us to keep our remembrance 
to Him so that He will protect us from Shaitan. In case we get 
involved in a group of people who are busy with this world, we 
are to excuse ourselves from such meetings. We are not to stay 
any longer otherwise we will be trapped with Shaitan’s plots. 

In case Shaitan traps anyone and makes us to forget Allah, we are 
to remember Allah and to ask His guidance. Then and only then 
will we be protected with the Mercy of Allah. In such case Allah 
reminded us in Surah Al-A’raf (The Heights) the following: 
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Tftosi vWto fear Allah, when a thought of evil from 
Satan assaults them, bring Allah to remembrance, 
when lo! they are (aright). [Qur’an, 7:201] 

Believers are admonished by Allah not to sit with a group of 
people if they are involved in non-sense talking. Getting involved 
in talking for the sake of talking is a sin and a mistake. Believers 
are instructed to get away from such meetings. Allah explains the 
qualities of believers in Surah Al-Mu’minoon (The Believers) as 
follows: 
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The believers must (eventually) win through — 
those who humble themselves in their prayers; who 
avoid vain talk; ... [Qur’an, 23:1-3] 
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O you who believe! Follow not Satan’s footsteps: 

If any will follow the footsteps of Satan, he will 
(but) command what is indecent and wrong: And 
were it not for the grace and mercy of Allah on 
you, not one of you would ever have been pure: 
but Allah does purify whom He pleases: and Allah 
is The One who hears and knows (all things). 
[Qur’an, 24:21] 

Shaitan is very smart and intelligent. He never orders people from 
the start, rather he invites them to do anything and everything. He 
uses very sweet words. He tries his best to convince them with 
logic and common sense. He uses examples about others in the 
society as being good because they listened to him. He sneakingly 
will continue to come to each person whispering till he is able to 
convince that person. 

As soon as people listen to Shaitan day-by-day through his 
glamorous whispering, he will invite them to do certain activities. 
Such activities might be unlawful, but he will convince them of

to listen to his advice, otherwise they will be in trouble. At last, 
being very lawful. Finally, he will make sure that they listen to 
him rightly or wrongly. He will automatically demand from 
themhe orders them to follow him for every little thing. They 
should be his soldiers if they want to be rewarded. 

The Qur’an explains how cleverly Shaitan gives orders to his 
followers. In Surah Al-Baqarah (The Cow) Allah informs us the 
following: 
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O you people! Eat of what is on earth, lawful and 
good; and do not follow the footsteps of the Evil 
One (Satan), for he is to you an avowed enemy. 
For he commands you what is evil and shameful, 
and that you should say of Allah that of which you 
have no knowledge. [Qur’an, 2:168-169]

There is no deity but Allah, and Muhammad is the Messenger of Allah. 
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T/iey followed what the evil ones gave out (falsely 
against the power of Solomon: the blasphemers 
were not Solomon, but the evil ones, teaching men 
magic, and such things as came down at Babylon 
to the angels Harut and Marut. But neither of 
these taught anyone (such things) without saying: 
"We are only for trial; so do not blaspheme." 
They learned from them the means to sow discord 
between man and wife. But they could not thus 
harm anyone except by Allah’s permission. And 
they learned what harmed them, not what profited 
them. And they knew that the buyers of (magic) 
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would have no share in the happiness of the 
Hereafter. And vile was the price for which they 
did sell their souls, if they but knew! [Qur’an, 

2 : 102 ] 

Many people are scared of magic. Anytime a person has any 
particular problem, he thinks that someone has played magic 
against him. Sometimes he thinks that the "Evil Eye” played its 
role against him. 

Unfortunately, there are some people who believe that satans do 
know the future and the unseen. They also believe that satans can 
bring the information from the upper heaven. For such a belief, 
some have accepted satans to be their personal guides. In so 
doing, they misuse their relationship as well as the information that 
was released to them. Most of the time the news that satans bring 
are wrong, twisted or out of contexts. The weak and the ill- 
hearted ihdividuals have been captured psychologically by satans. 

Prophet Sulaiman was accused of being unbeliever (kafir) because 
he communicated with satans. Allah purified him, and blamed 
satans for their mischievous deeds. It was the satans who became 
unbelievers, and it was satans who teach people how to bring 
dissention between a husband and his wife. Satans do know that 
the family is a solid foundation for a stable society. Any 
disturbances and any problems established in a family would be in 
the right direction to wreck that family and finally to wreck the 
society. 

After the revelation of the Qur’an, Muslims are prohibited to learn 
or to use magic. It is totally unlawful (Haram) to get involved in 
any capacity and in any form of magic. Muslims are to be guided 
by the Qur’an, and not by Jinns whether they are the good or the 
evil ones. Jinns don’t know the future at all. Anytime they try to 
steal information from outside the earth’s orbit, they are hit with 
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meteorites and are killed. In Surah Al-Mulk, Allah describes such 
a situation as follows: 



And We have, (from of old), adorned the lowest 
heaven with lamps, and We have made such 
(lamps) as missiles to drive away satans, and have 
prepared for them the chastisement of the blazing 
fire. [Qur’an, 67:5] 

Therefore, to protect one’s self from magic and the evil eye, the 

following recommendations are to be taken into consideration: 

• One has to practice the teachings of Islam daily, and especially 
the five daily prayers. 

• He has to say regularly: A’oozu Billahi Minash-Shaitanir 
Rajeem which means, I seek refuge in Allah from the outcast 
Satan. 

• He should read the Qur’an daily starting with A ’oozu Billahi 
Minash-Shaitanir Rajeem. 

• He should never believe or trust those who claim they work in 
magic. 

• He should never get involved in magic. 

• One should not be jealous of anyone for whatever good they 
have. 
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• Never a person should deal with jinns, whether they are the 
believers or the satanic ones. 

• One should never have an evil eye against others; otherwise, it 
may come back to him. 

• One should trust Allah. It is He who protects us from satanic 
creatures: jinns or mankind. 

During the days of Prophet Moosa and Pharaoh, the practice of 
magic was going on like a business trade all over the country. 
Such type of a practice was done from the top officials of the 
government to the masses similar to the practice of medicine or 
business or any other profession. The story of the challenge that 
took place between Moosa one side and Pharaoh and his magicians 
on the other side is mentioned in many places in the Qur’an. The 
following is a partial list of ayat that speak about that incidence in 
which the word magic or magician(s) has been mentioned.

Allah sent Moosa at that time with a super magic to undo what the 
magicians were able to do. They were shocked and the majority 
submitted to Allah and followed Moosa and his message. 


It should be stated that such a story is worth mentioning here as 
narrated in the Qur’an. In Surah Taha the story is narrated as 
follows: 
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And We showed Pharaoh all Our signs, but he did 
reject and refuse. He said, "Have you come to 
drive us out of our land with your magic, O 
Moses? But we can surely produce magic to 
match yours! So make a tryst between us and you, 
which we shall not fail to keep — neither we nor 
you — in a place where both shall have even 
chances." Moses said, "Your tryst is the Day of 
Festival, and let the people be assembled when the 
sun is well up." So Pharaoh withdrew: He 
concerted his plan, and then came (back). Moses 
said to them: "Woe to you! Forge not you a lie 
against Allah, lest He destroy you (at once) utterly 
by chastisement: the forger must suffer failure." 
So they disputed, one with another, over their 
affair, but they kept their talk secret. They said, 
"These two are certainly (expert) magicians: their 
object is to drive you out from your land with their 
magic, and to do away with your most cherished 
way. Therefore concert your plan, and then 
assemble in(serried) ranks; he wins (all along) 
today who gains the upper hand." They said: "O 
Moses! Whether will you that you throw (first) or 
that we be the first to throw?" He said: "Nay, 
throw you first!" Then behold their ropes and 
their rods — so it seemed to him on account of 
their magic — began to be in lively motion! So 
Moses conceived in his mind a (sort of) fear. We 
said: "Fear not! For you have indeed the upper 
hand. Throw that which is your right hand: 
quickly will it swallow up that which they have 
faked, what they have faked is but a magician’s 
trick; and the magician succeeds not. So the 
magicians were thrown down to prostration. They 
said: "We believe in the Lord of Aaron and 
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Moses." Pharaoh said: "Believe you in Him 
before I give you permission? Surely this must be 
your leader who has taught you magic. Be sure I 
will cut off your hands and feet on opposite sides, 
and I will have you crucified on trunks of palm- 
trees. So shall you know for certain which of us 
can give the more severe and the more lasting 
punishment! " They said: "Never shall we prefer 
thee to what has come to us of the clear signs of 
Him who created us! So decree whatever you 
desire to decree, for you can only decree (touch¬ 
ing) the life of this world. For us, we have 
believed in our Lord; may He forgive us our 
faults, and the magic to which you did compel us. 

For Allah is Best and Most Abiding." Verily he 
who comes to his Lord as a sinner (at Judgement) 

— for him is Hell; therein shall he neither die nor 
live. But such as comes to Him as Believers who 
have worked righteous deeds — for them are ranks 
exalted. Gardens of eternity, beneath which flow 
rivers: they will dwell therein for aye, such is the 
reward of those who purify themselves (from evil). 
[Qur’an, 20:56-76] 

The magic that Allah brought through Moosa against Pharaoh and 
the magicians is not the magic of Jinns. It was a miracle of Allah 
to teach the magicians that there is a Creator who can undo and 
wipe out the knowledge, or the fake superiority of those 
magicians. Jinns and mankind are all the creatures of Allah. 
They are to obey Allah and follow His commands. 

Muslims can only be guided by Allah. They can only be 
supported by Allah, and they can only be helped by Allah. 
Whoever needs the guidance, mercy and blessing has to come to 
Allah. He has to submit wholly and totally to Allah. Then and 
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only then Allah will take care of him here in this world as well as 
in the hereafter. 

To prevent yourself from the evil-eye or from the satanic Jinns that 
might do harm to you, you have to be with Allah, regularly. It is 
He, Allah, who is our Protector, and it is He who takes care of us 
every second of our life. Allah reminded us in Surah Fussilat 
(clearly spelled out) about our commitment, about Himself as 
being our Protector, and how to receive protection from satanic 
Jinns, as follows: 
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In the case of those who say: "Our Lord is 
Allah ," and, further, stand straight and steadfast, 
the angels descent on them (from time to time): 

"Fearyou not!" (they suggest), "Nor grieve! But 
receive the glad tidings of the garden (of bliss), 
that which you were promised! We are your 
protectors in this life and in the hereafter; therein 
shall you have all that you shall desire; therein 
shall you have all that you ask for! A hospitable 
gift from One Oft-Forgiving, Most Merciful! " Who 
is better in speech than one who calls (men) to 
Allah, works righteousness, and says, "I am of 
those who bow in Islam?" Nor can goodness and 
evil be equal. Repel (evil) with what is better; then 
will he between whom and you was hatred become 
as it were your friend and intimate! And no one 
will be granted such goodness except those who 
exercise patience and self-restraint, none but 
persons of the greatest good fortune. And if (at 
any time) an incitement to discord is made to thee 
by the Satan, seek refuse in Allah. He is the One 
who hears and knows all things. [Qur’an, 41:30- 
36] 

It should be stated here that most of the prophets were refused by 
their people. The prophets were asked proofs of their claims. 
Anytime a prophet brought a proof or a miracle, the people were 
stunned. They refused to believe. Each time they used to say that 
such a prophet has brought magic with him to cover up his claims. 
The prophets used to tell their people that such a miracle was from 
Allah, the creator of the universe. None of those prophets had 
anything to do with magic. Nevertheless people refused to believe 
in those prophets and in their messages.

The Qur’an is full of information about such prophets. The 
following is a partial list. 

• Surah Al-Zariyaat (The Winds that Scatter) 

Allah informs us about human beings’ reaction to almost all the 
prophets. Anytime a prophet brings to his people a miracle, they 
are stunned and baffled. Instead of believing their prophet, their 
egos would never allow them to do so. Therefore, they refused 
and accordingly they used to give false reasons. One reason would 
be that the prophet has played a magic on them, and what he 
brought is a sorcery. In this Surah Allah says the following. 



And make not another an object of worship with 
Allah. I am from Him, A wamer to you, clear 
and open! Similarly, no messenger came to the 
peoples before them, but they said (of him) in like 
manner, "A sorcerer, or one possessed!" [Qur’an, 
51:51-52] 

• Surah Al-An-‘aam (The Cattle) 

Allah informs us about Prophet Muhammad and the pagans of 
Makkah. They were stubborn and a good number of them were 
not going to believe in him or the message that was revealed to 
him. Even if he were to bring them a whole book from heaven at 
one time to be given to them, and to be in their hands, they were 
to refuse him and not to believe his message. Their feeble reason 
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was that he brought magic with him. Allah says in this Surah the 
following:

If We had sent you a written message on parch¬ 
ment, so that they could touch it with their hands, 
the unbelievers would have been sure to say: 
"This is nothing but obvious magic!" [Qur’an, 
6:7] 


• Surah Al-Ma-idah (Table Spread) 


Allah informs us about the miracles that were bestowed upon 
Jesus. All those miracles were with the permission and the 
guidance of Allah. People refused him and blamed him. Their 
weak reasons were that whatever he performed was a magic. 
Allah says in this Surah the following: 
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Then will Allah say: "O Jesus the son of Mary! 
Recount My favor to you and to your mother. 
Behold! I strengthened you with the Holy Spirit. 

So that you can speak to the people in childhood 
and in old age. Behold! I taught you the Book 
and Wisdom, the Torah and the Gospel. And 
behold! You make out of clay, as it were, the 
figure of a bird by My leave. And you breath into 
it, and it becomes a bird by My leave. And you 
heal those bom blind, and the lepers, by My leave. 

And behold! You bring forth the dead by My 
leave. And behold! I did restrain the children of 
Israel from (violence to) you when you showed 
them the clear signs. And the unbelievers among 
them said: "This is nothing but evident magic." 
[Qur’an, 5:110] 

• Surah Al-Shu‘araa’ (The Poets) 

Allah informs us about the story of Prophet Salih with his people 
Thamood. He advised them to be good and to do business with 
honesty and without cheating. They accused him that he was 
bewitched. Allah say in this Surah the following: 
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The Thamud (people) rejected the messengers. 

Behold, their brother Salih said to them: "Will 
you not fear (Allah)? I am to you a messenger 
worthy of all trust. So fear Allah, and obey me. 

No reward do 1 ask of you for it; my reward is 
only from the Lord of the Worlds. Will you be left 
secure, in (the enjoyment of) all that you have 
here? Gardens and springs, and cornfields and 
date palms with spathes near breaking (with the 
weight of fruit)? And you carve houses out of 
(rocky) mountains with great skill. But fear Allah 
and obey me. And follow not the bidding of those 
who are extravagant, who make mischief in the 
land, and med not (their ways)." They said: "You 
are only one of those bewitched! You are no more 
than a mortal like us; then bring us a sign, if you 
are telling the truth!" [Qur’an, 26:141-154] 

In the same Surah of Al-Shu‘araa’ (The Poets) Allah informs us 

about Prophet Shu‘aib with his people, the Companions of the 

Wood. He asked them to be honest in their business dealings. 
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They refused and he was accused of being bewitched. Allah says 
in this Surah the following: 



The Companions of the Wood rejected the 
messengers. Behold, Shu‘aib said to them: Will 
you not fear (Allah)? I am to you a messenger 
worthy of all trust. So fear Allah and obey me. 
No reward do I ask of you for it; my reward is 
only from the Lord of the Worlds. Give just 
measure, and cause no loss (to others by fraud). 
And weigh with scales true and upright. And 
withhold not things justly due to me, nor do evil in 
the land, working mischief. And fear Him who 
created you and (who created) the generations 
before (you)." They said: "You art only one of 
those bewitched! You are no more than a mortal 
like us, and indeed we think you are a liar!" 
[Qur’an, 26:176-186] 




"Against them make ready your strength to the utmost of your power ..." 
[Qur’an, 8:60]

Protection from Shaitan 



If a suggestion from Satan assails your (mind), 
seek refuge with Allah; for He hears and knows 
(all things). Those who fear Allah, when a 
thought of evil from Satan assaults them, bring 
Allah to remembrance, when lo! they see 
(aright)! [Qur’an 7:200-201] 


While Shaitan is a sneaker, and while he is the enemy of human 
beings, he tries his best to trap people into situations so that they 
will be in trouble. If people are honest, sincere, and if they are to 
seek the truth from Allah, they will not fall into the traps of 
Shaitan. Even if he tries to put them in trouble, Allah will protect 
them from falling into his troubled network. 

There are many Ayat in the Qur’an and a good number of Ahadith 
as to how people can protect themselves from falling into the traps 
of Shaitan. In Surah Fussilat (Explained) Allah instructs people to 
seek refuge in Him whenever Shaitan tries to trap them. The 
Qur’an states the following: 
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And if (at any time) an incitement to discord is 
made to you by the Satan, seek refuge in Allah. 

He is the One who hears and knows all things. 

[Qur’an 41:36] 

Also, people should seek refuge in Allah on a daily basis by 
reading two Surah from the Qur’an. They are called Al- 
Mu’awazatain, i.e., the two Surah where people are to seek refuge 
in Allah from Satan the outcast are: Al-Falaq (The Dawn) and 
Al-Naas (Mankind): 

**■ Surah Al-Falaq is Surah number 113, and it goes as 
follows: 



Al-Falaq, or The Dawn. In the name of Allah, 
Most Gracious, Most Merciful. Say: I seek refuge 
with the Lord of the Dawn, from the mischief of 
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created things; from the mischief of darkness as it 
overspreads; from the mischief of those who blow 
on knots; and from the mischief of the envious one 
as he practices envy. [Qur’an, 113:1-5] 

«*■ Surah Al-Naas is the very last Surah in the Qur’an. Its 
sequential number is 114, and it goes as follows: 














Al-Naas, or Mankind. In the name of Allah, Most 
Gracious, Most Merciful. Say: I seek refuge with the 
Lord and Cherisher of Mankind, the King (or Ruler) of 
Mankind, the God (or Judge) of Mankind, from the 
mischief of the Whisperer (of Evil), who withdraws (after 
his whisper), who whispers into the hearts of Mankind, 
among Jinns and among Men. [Qur’an, 114:1-6] 

Whenever Muslims read Qur’an they are instructed by Allah to 
seek refuge in Him from the outcast Satan and, in so doing, Allah 
will protect them from Shaitan and they will understand the 
meaning of the Qur’an. The Qur’an states explicitly in Surah Al- 
Nahl (The Bees) the following: 
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When you do read the Qur’an, seek Allah’s 
protection from Satan the Rejected One. No 
authority has he over those who believe and put 
their trust in their Lord. His authority is over 
those only, who take him as patron and who join 
partners with Allah. [Qur’an 16:98-100] 


As far as the Ahadith of the Prophet are concerned, they are given 
on different occasions for different purposes. The Ahadith are in 
the form of Du‘a’s. They are summarized here as follows: 


• Fear, Loneliness and Insomnia 


When someone is in a state of fear, loneliness or is having 
insomnia, the Prophet (pbuh) advised Muslims to make the 
following Du‘a’: 


It was narrated by Umar Ibn Shu’aib through his father and 
from his grandfather that the messenger of Allah said. 
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When someone is in a state of fear during sleeping he 
should say: I seek refuge with the whole words of Allah 
from His anger, His punishment and from wickedness of 
people; and I seek refuge from the pricking of satans, and 
from their presence; therefore, nothing harm will hit him. 

•s* Those who have insomnia can make the following Du‘a.’ 
It was narrated by Khalid Ibn Al-Waleed that the Prophet 
said, 
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0 Allah! you are the God of heavens and what they 
cover,.. you are the God of the earth and what it con¬ 
tains, .. you are the God of satans and what mischief they 
do, please be my protector from all the bad creatures that 
you have created,.. and please protect me from anyone who 
wants to accuse me, or to transgress his limits on me. 
Blessed are those who are close to you,.. Praise be to You 
the Exalted,.. There is no god but You,.. Ya Allah!.. 

• Seeing a Nightmare 

When anyone sees a nightmare or anything that he hates, he should 

make the following Du‘a’: 

•s’ Jaber (R) narrated that the Messenger of Allah said, 
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When someone sees unpleasant dreams, he should spit to 
his left three times and should seek refuge in Allah from the 
outcast Satan. Then he should turn to the other side of his 
sleep. Reported by Muslim, Abu Dawood, Nisa-ee and Ibn 
Majah. 

«*■ Abu Saeed Al-Khudari (R) narrated that the Prophet said, 
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When someone sees a good dream that he likes, it is from 
Allah. He should thank Allah and should inform people 
about it. However, if he sees bad dreams, it is from 
Satan. He should seek refuge in Allah from any mischief. 
He should not talk about it to anyone. It will never harm 
him. 

# Anger and Wrath 

When someone is angry, mad and reaches a state of having wrath 
against any person, he should make a special Du‘a.’ In so doing 
he will cool down. It was reported that the Messenger of Allah 
said (narrated by Sulaiman Ibn Sard and reported by Bukhari and 
Muslim) that while Sulaiman was with the Prophet, two persons 
were blaming each other. The face of one became red and his 
jugular veins swelled. The Prophet said. 
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I know a statement if he says it, he will cool down. He 
should say: I seek refuge in Allah from Satan the Outcast. 

• Hearing Donkey’s Voice 
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Abu Hurairah (R) reported that the Messenger said whenever 
people hear the voice of a donkey, they should seek refuge in 
Allah. The donkey has already seen a Satan and accordingly, it 
started making such a voice. 

• Hearing Barking of Dogs 

It was reported by Abu Dawood that the Messenger of Allah said 
that when people hear the barking of a dog or a voice of a donkey, 
they should seek refuge in Allah. Such animals have already seen 
the thing that people cannot see. The saying of the Prophet goes 
as follows: 
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• Matrimonial Relationship 

Islam teaches men and women how to observe good manners in 

sexual relationship. These manners are meant to keep a couple’s 

relationship in harmony, as well as improve the human relations. 

Some of these maimers are summarized as follows: 

■s’ Sex relation is sacred and should be in privacy of every 
living creature. No one should talk about it in public 
unless it is a matter of medical reason. No one should see 
them, even their own children or even animals if they are 
around them. It is reported that angels in the house shy 
away when a couple is involved in sexual relationship. It 
was reported in the book of hadith of Al-Bukhari, that the 
Prophet was asked whether it was okay for a person to 
expose his private organs and be nude in his private life 
without his wife. The answer was no, as long as Allah is 
seeing him. The hadith goes as follows: 
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■s A couple involved in sexual acts should be under a sheet 
cover to prevent indecency and avoid exposure. 

■s They should keep some type of cloth on their bodies so that 
they don’t look completely naked like animals. 
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•s' Preferably, the couple should perform ablution before 
having sexual intercourse. 

■s' It is better to start with the Name of Allah, and then to 
read Surah Al-Ikhlas (Purity of Faith) in the Qur’an. The 
couple should say, 
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Bismillah! ...O Allah! Protect us from Satan, and protect 
our offspring from him too. -Agreed- 

■s 1 The husband is not to get involved in primary sexual 
intercourse before getting involved with the tertiary and 
secondary sexual relationship. 

® Islam prohibits eccentric, violent, harmful and dirty forms 
of sexual relationships. 

■s’ Islam recommends that the couple don’t stare at the private 
parts of one another. 

• Entering Washroom 

The best place for the devil to inhabit in the house is the 
washroom. Therefore, Prophet Muhammad advised the Muslims 
to make a Du‘a’ before entering the washroom. In the Du‘a’..one 
has to ask Allah to protect him from the males and females of 
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those satans living in such places. In the Du‘a’ narrated by Anas 
the Prophet (pbuh) said the following: 
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In the name of Allah, O Allah I seek refuge in you from the 
males and females (of Satans). - Jama’at Reported - 

• Entering the House 

In Sahih Muslim narrated by Jabir that the Messenger of Allah 
advised the Muslims to make a special Du‘a’ while entering their 
houses. A series of Du‘a’ were given by the Prophet to a good 
number of his companions. One of these Du‘a’ is the following, 
narrated by Jaber that he heard the Messenger of Allah saying, 
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WTien a person enters his house and he remembers Allah’s 
name, as well as when he eats, Satan says: there is no way 
that we can inhabit and sleep here or eat at this house. 
However, when he enters the house without remembering 
the name of Allah, Satan says we have a place to live 
tonight; and if he does not remember the name of Allah at 
the time of eating, Satan says we have tonight a place to 
stay and food to eat. 
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• Going Out of the House 

Abu Dawood reported in his Sunan that Anas (R) narrated that the 
Prophet (pbuh) advised the Muslims to make a Du‘a’ while leaving 
their houses. The following is to be made so that the person will 
be protected from Shaitan. It goes as follows (narrated by Anas) 
that the Messenger of Allah said, 
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Anyone who leaves his house and say, "In the name of 
Allah, I rely on Allah, there is no effort and no power 
except from Allah," he will be inspired that he is to have 
enough of his needs, protected and guided. Also Satan gets 
away from him saying to another Satan: you cannot invade 
a person who is guided, given enough for his needs and is 
protected too. 

• Travelling 

It was narrated by Ibn Umar and by Umar Ibn Shu’aib from his 
father and from his grandfather that the Prophet (pbuh) said, 
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A single traveller is Satan, travellers of two are two satans, 
while travellers of three are real travellers. 
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• More Protection from Shaitan 

To be protected from Shaitan on a daily basis from morning to the 
evening, one has to read a special Du‘a’ that was prescribed by 
Prophet Muhammad. The prescription is free; it works effec¬ 
tively; and it does not have any side effects. All what it takes is 
that a person should be interested to live in peace and harmony, a 
person who wants to live a happy life, and a person who is 
committed to the prescription, i.e., that he is interested to make 
use of it. 

The following prescription was given to all of us so that we will 
be protected from Shaitan and his mischievous activities for the 
whole day. However, the prescription has to be used daily in 
order to be effective. One has to read this prescription: 
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Whoever says, 

La Ilaha Illa-llah, Wahdahu La sharika Lahu, 
Lahul Mulk wa Lahul Hamd, wa Huwa ‘Alaa 
Kulli shay-inn Qadeer. 
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There is no one worthy of worship except Allah, 
the Only One; there is no partner with Him; He 
has the whole universe under His control; thanks 
are due to Him; and He has the power above 
everything. 

one hundred times daily, he will get rewards of freeing ten 
captives; he will get one hundred blessings, one hundred mistakes 
will be wiped out, and it will be a protection for him/her from 
Shaitan all that day till the night. No one will get a better reward 
except a person who did more than that. 1

O You (Allah) who opens the doors, 
open the best door for us. 
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EXORCISM 


In chapter 19, the idea of protecting ourselves from the devil and 
from the evil eye was discussed. Also discussed was a series of 
prescriptions for many facets of life and how to protect ourselves 
from the mischievous Shaitan. This chapter discusses the idea of 
exorcism. 

Those who did not protect themselves, and those who did not 
know how to protect themselves, they are liable to be harmed by 
either human beings or by Shaitan. Sometimes some people are 
so weak that Shaitan may haunt their bodies. Therefore, they 
become possessed. Those who are possessed by Shaitan have to 
use the curative approaches instead of the preventive measures. 
To be possessed and to be haunted by a jinn is something that is 
known in the past history. It is also documented by Hadith, 
Seerah and above all, by the Qur’an. The following is a series of 
collections about different situations. 

• Demanding Jinn to Get Out 

Ahmad collected in his Musnad from ‘Abdullah Ibn Numayr from 
Ya’laa Ibn Marrah who said: 

I saw Allah’s messenger (pbuh) do three things 
which no one before or after me saw. I went with 
him on a trip. On the way we passed by a woman 
sitting at the roadside with a young boy. She 
called out, "O messenger of Allah! This boy is 
afflicted with a trial and from him we have also 
been afflicted with a trial. I do not know how 
many times per day he is seized by fits." He said, 
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"Give him to me." So she lifted him up to the 
Prophet. He then placed the boy between himself 
and the middle of the saddle, opened the boy’s 
mouth and blew in it three times saying, "In the 
name of Allah, / am the slave of Allah, get out 
enemy of Allah. " Then he gave the boy back to 
her and said, "Meet us on our return in this same 
place and inform us about how he has faired." 

We then went and on our return we found her in 
the same place with three sheep. He said to her, 

"How has your young boy faired?" She replied, 

"By the One who sent you with the truth, we have 
not detected anything (unusual) in his behaviour 
up to this time, so take these sheep." He said, 

"Get down and take one, and return the rest." 

• Cursing Jinn to Get Out 

The other method that was used by the Prophet is the idea of 
cursing the jinn to get out of the possessed person. It was reported 
by Abu Al-Dardaa’ in Sahih Muslim that he said the Prophet stood 
up (in prayer) and heard him say: 

I seek refuge in Allah from you (Shaitan). I curse 
you by Allah’s curse. I curse you by Allah’s 
curse. I curse you by Allah’s curse. 

• Beating the Possessed Person 

Sometimes it is difficult to get rid of Shaitan from the body of the 
possessed. By reading Qur’an, or by requesting the devil to get 
put, may not be enough. Hence, one has to curse the devil and 
beat the person while reading Qur’an. 
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It was reported in the Musnad of Ahmad and the Sunan of Abu 
Dawood that a narration from Umm Abaan from her father, Al- 
Waazi’, that her grandfather, Az-Zaari’ Ibn ‘Aamir Al-‘Abdee, 
went to the messenger with a son of his who was insane. He 
narrated: 

When we reached Allah’s messenger (pbuh), I 
said: "I have with me a son who is insane whom 
I have brought for you to pray to Allah for." The 
messenger said: "Bring him to me." So I went to 
get him from the group of riding animals. 1 took 
off his travelling clothes and put on good clothes, 
and took him by the hand back to the messenger of 
Allah. He said: "Bring him closer to me and turn 
his back to me." He then grabbed his garment 
and began to beat him on his back so much so that 
I saw the whiteness of his armpits. While doing so 
he said: "Get out enemy of Allah! Enemy of 
Allah get out!" The boy then began to gaze in a 
healthy manner quite different from his earlier 
gaze. Allah’s messenger then sat him down 
directly in front of him, called for some water for 
him and wiped his face, then he prayed for him. 

After the messenger of Allah’s prayer, there was 
none in the delegation better than him. 

Ciiring a possessed person and the removal of the jinn may require 
the afflicted individual be beaten many times. Such beating will 
fall on the jinn while the possessed human does not feel these 
blows on his body. When a demented person regains conscious¬ 
ness he would be a witness to those around him that he did not feel 
the pain of the beating. At the same time there will be no effect, 
or any trace mark from the beating on the body. 
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• At Time of Anger 

As human beings, we have our emotions. We react in either 
positive or negative emotions. Sometimes we may lose our logic 
and we cannot control our emotions. Hence, we behave in a 
strange way. 

For those who lose control of their emotions and react negatively, 
they have to be advised in advance what to do in such a situation. 
Our beloved Prophet gave us a prescription that makes us control 
our negative behavior. By using it, we will not show our anger 
and madness. Our blood pressure will stay normal. All what it 
takes is that a person has to read the following statement at the 
time of anger and wrath: 
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7 seek refuge in Allah from the outcast Shaitan. 

From a personal experience, dealing with children fighting one 
another and with family counselling, this prescription has worked 
beautifully. I encourage that we recite it loudly for at least three 
times at the time of anger. Allah will send special angels to 
protect us from the mischievous Shaitan. Remember what Allah 
said in Surah Fussilat (Clearly Spelled Out): 
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And if (at any time) an incitement to discord is 
made to thee by the Evil One, seek refuge in 
Allah. He is the One who hears and knows all 
things. [Qur’an, 41:36] 

• Writings of Ta’weezah 

In many places in the world we see people who go to a person that 
claims himself to be an ‘ alim , a mulvi, or a peer. They ask him 
to write them a Ta’weezah or a Hijab to be used under their 
armpit, or under the pillow on their bed, or to be put on the wall 
in their houses, shops or other places as well to be put in their 
cars. 

As far as those who seek help against demons by using written or 
spoken words and phrases whose meanings are unknown, are 
committing shirk. Those who practice it, those who ask for it, and 
those who use it are committing shirk. Most of those who write 
Ta’weezah or Hijab mix verses from Qur’an to hide their shirk. 
At the same time they call upon some angels to help them. They 
should understand that the help is from Allah and not from angels. 

The most stupid thing is that they call upon the "people of the 
cave" with their names. They also call upon the dog of the people 
of the cave to come forward and help them against the devil that 
possessed them. Such type of writing is a real shirk. 

As we are aware, Allah may forgive any person for his mistakes, 
but He will never forgive a person who commits shirk. Allah says 
about such individuals who commit shirk the following Ayah in 
Surah Al-Nisaa’ (The Women): 
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Allah forgives not that partners should be set up 
with Him; but He forgives anything else, to whom 
He pleases; to set up partners with Allah is to 
devise a sin most heinous indeed. [Qur’an, 4:48] 

For the sake of curiosity the author wishes to present an example 
among many that he saw and found in life. Such a Ta’weezah was 
written by a so-called Mawlana who is a hafiz and a qari’ of 
Qur’an. He is also an appointed Imam with one community center 
in U.S.A. The matter here is not who he is, but what he has 
written to a poor ignorant Muslim. The Mawlana demanded that 
he should be paid few hundred U.S. dollars for writing such a 
shirk prescription. The poor fellow paid the Mawlana, and he 
used such prescription to get rid of the demons from his place. 

Muslims should wake up from their ignorance and study Islam. 
They should not stay ignorant. They should never go to such a 
Mawlana. The latter person should be exposed for his cheating 
and stealing the money of the innocent and the ignorant indi¬ 
viduals. Muslims should recognize that there are halal approaches 
to exorcism directly from Qur’an and Sunnah. We should rely on 
those halal methods and shun away from the haram dealings. 

The author of this book prays to Allah to guide us and to show us 
the right methods of earning halal money through halal approach¬ 
es. We have already the halal ways of either the preventive or the 
curative methods. Whoever follows the haram is to be blamed and 
to be penalized in this world and in the hereafter. 
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Is that the better entertainment or the Tree of 
Zaqqoom? For We have truly made it (as) a trial 
for the wrongdoers. For it is a tree that springs 
out of the bottom of Hellfire: The shoots of its 
fruit-stalks are like the heads of devils: Truly they 
will eat thereof and fill their bellies therewith. 
Then on top of that they will be given a mixture 
made of boiling water. Then shall their return be 
to the (blazing) fire. [Qur’an, 37:62-68] 


The tree of zaqqoom has been mentioned in the Qur’an in many 
places. To get a complete picture about it, its location, its 
appearance, the taste of its fruits, and for whom it is to be given 
as food, one has to read all the Ayat related to it in the Qur’an. 

However, the Ayat related to the discussion here are those 
mentioned at the beginning of this section in Surah Al-Saffat. 
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Such plants are meant for the unbelievers who should go to hell on 
the Day of Judgement. The Tree of Zaqqoom has the worst food 
that one can imagine. The tree is found at the bottom of hell. 
The unbelievers are to be taken to that place to eat from it. The 
appearance of the fruits is similar to the heads of satans. One has 
to ask the question as to the shape of the faces of devils. Are the 
fruits to be so awful or so beautiful? Why those unbelievers have 
to fill their bellies from such a plant? Is it because they are so 
hungry, or because the appearance of the fruits are so attractive. 
This means that the appearance could be so beautiful or so awful. 
On either case its existence does entice people to eat from it. 

The problem is that after eating from the tree, the unbelievers are 
to feel very thirsty to the extent they cannot sit still. Therefore, 
they are taken immediately to drink a mixture of boiling water. 
Such type of foods and drinks are to cut up the entrails of people 
in hell. 

To complete the discussion about this tree of zaqqoom, Mr. Yusuf 
Ali in his translation of the Qur’an says the following (footnote 
#4073): 

This dreadful bitter Tree of Hell is truly a trial to 
the wrong-doers. (1) It grows at the bottom of 
Hell; (2) even its fruit-stalks, which should have 
been tender, are like the heads of devils; (3) its 
produce is eaten voraciously; (4) on top of it is a 
boiling mixture to cut up their entrails; and (5) 
every time they complete this round of orgies they 
return to the same game. A truly lurid picture, but 
more lurid in reality are the stages of Evil. (1) It 
takes its rise in the lowest depths of corrupted 
human nature; (2) its tenderest affections are 
degraded to envy and hate; (3) the appetite for Evil 
grows with what it feeds on; (4) its "cures" serve 
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but to aggravate the disease; and (5) the chain of 
evil is unending; one round is followed by another 
in interminable succession. 

To give a better picture about this particular tree and its being the 
food for the unbelievers, one has to quote the Qur’an. In Surah 
Al-Dukhan (The Smoke) Allah says the following about that tree: 



Verily the tree of Zaqqoom will be the food of the 
sinful, like molten brass; it will boil in their 
insides, like the boiling of scalding water. (A 
voice will cry:) "Seize him and drag him into the 
midst of the blazing fire! Then pour over his head 
the chastisement of boiling water." [Qur’an, 
44:43-48] 

Moreover, in Surah Al-Waqi’ah (The Inevitable) Allah explains the 
behavior of the sinful who are to feed on the fruits of the zaqqoom 
tree. The following are the verses from Qur’an: 
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"Then will you truly — O you that go wrong, and 
treat (Truth) as Falsehood! — You will surely taste 
of the tree of zaqqoom. Then you will fill your 
insides therewith, and drink boiling water on top 
of it. Indeed you shall drink like diseased camels 
raging with thirst!" Such will be their entertain¬ 
ment on the Day of Requital! [Qur’an, 56:51-56] 

Last but not the least, this tree of zaqqoom has been given the 
nickname of the cursed tree. The Qur’an is explicit about this 
idea. In Surah Al-Israa’ (The Night Journey) Allah says the 
following: 




Behold! We told thee that your Lord does 
encompass mankind round about; We granted the 
vision which We showed you, but as a trial for 
men, as also the cursed tree (mentioned) in the 
Qur’an; We put fear (and warning) into them, but 
it only increases their inordinate transgression! 
[Qur’an, 17:60] 
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Behold, We turned towards you a company of 
Jinns (quietly) listening to the Qur’an: when they 
stood in the presence thereof, they said, "Listen in 
silence!" When the (reading) was finished, they 
returned to their people, to warn (them) of their 
sins. They said, "O our people! We have heard 
a Book revealed after Moses, confirming what 
came before it: it guides (men) to the truth and to 
a Straight Path. 0 our people, hearken to the one 
who invites (you) to Allah, and believe in him: He 
will forgive you your faults, and deliver you from 
a Penalty Grievous. If any does not hearken to 
the one who invites (us) to Allah, he cannot 
frustrate (Allah’s Plan) on earth, and no protectors 
can he have besides Allah: such men (wander) in 
manifest error. [Qur’an, 46:29-32] 
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As has been demonstrated at the beginning of this book, that there 
are two groups of Jinns: the believers and the satanic ones. The 
latter group has other nicknames such as demons, the unbelievers, 
the evil ones, etc. 

In this chapter, the author wishes to discuss those Jinns who are 
believers. In the previous verses in Surah Al-Ahqaf (The Winding 
Sand Tracks), Allah sent a group of Jinns to Prophet Muhammad 
to listen to his recitation of Qur’an. He did not see them and he 
did not know of their presence but was informed by Allah later 
about the incident. 

After listening to the beautiful recitation of the Qur’an, they 
accepted his message and accepted Muhammad as a Prophet and 
a messenger. Immediately they went to their tribes and their 
families and invited them to be believers in Allah, His Messenger 
Muhammad, and in the message that was revealed to him from 
Allah. They acted as good da’iyah. They even warned their 
families that whoever does not want to accept the message will be 
doomed to hell. Since that time until the Day of Judgement the 
good believers of jinns are practicing the teachings of the Qur’an 
in their own domains and within their own duties and responsibili¬ 
ties. However, we do not know how they apply the teachings of 
the Qur’an in their daily life. We do not know how they pray and 
fast; we do not know how they pay Zakat and perform Hajj. We 
do not know how they apply the rules of marriage, divorce, 
custody, inheritance, burial, and many other obligations. All what 
we know is that they believe in the message of the Qur’an and they 
preach that message to their families. 

A special Surah was revealed to Prophet Muhammad, the title of 
which is Al-Jinn. It is Surah number 72 and it was revealed in 
Makkah. The theme of this Surah is about the Jinns who believed 
in the Message, the Mission and Prophethood of Muhammad. The 
question that was passed implicitly that while people refused in the 
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Messenger and the Message, the Jinns became Muslims. They 
also submitted themselves to the Will of Allah. The Jinns were 
surprised and shocked as to the negative attitude of the people 
around the Prophet. Instead of believing in Muhammad and be 
guided through the Qur’anic teachings, they followed the satanic 
Jinns: They believed in them for help and protection instead of 
asking Allah for His Help and Protection. They are, of course, 
the losers in this world, while on the Day of Judgement they shall 
be the fuel of Hell. 

The following verses are related to the above discussion. Allah 
says in that Surah the following: 
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Al-Jinn, the Jinn. In the name of Allah, Most 
Gracious, Most Merciful. Say: It has been 
revealed to me that a company of Jinns listened (to 
the Qur’an). They said, "We have really heard a 
wonderful recital! it gives guidance to the right, 
and we have believed therein: we shall not join (in 
worship) any (gods) with our Lord and exalted is 
the Majesty of our Lord: He has taken neither a 
wife nor a son. There were some foolish ones 
among us, who used to utter extravagant lies 
against Allah; but we do think that no man or 
Jinn should say aught that is untrue against Allah. 
True, there were persons among mankind who 
took shelter with persons among the Jinns, but 
they increased them into further error and they 
(came to) think as you thought, that Allah would 
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not raise up any one (to Judgment) and we pried 
into the (secrets of) heaven; but we found it filled 
with stem guards and flaming fires. We used, 
indeed, to sit there in (hidden) stations, to (steal) 
a hearing; but any who listens now will find a 
flaming fire watching him in ambush and we 
understand not whether ill is intended to those on 
earth, or whether their Lord (really) intends to 
guide them to right conduct. There are among us 
some that are righteous, and some the contrary: 
we follow divergent paths. But we think that we 
can by no means fmstrate Allah throughout the 
earth, nor can we escape Him by flight and as for 
us, since we have listened to the Guidance, we 
have accepted it: and any who believes in his Lord 
has no fear, either of a short (account) or of any 
injustice. Amongst us are some that submit their 
wills (to Allah), and some that swerve from justice. 

Now those who submit their wills-they have sought 
out (the path) of right conduct: but those who 
swerve, they are (but) fuel for Hell-fire (and 
Allah’s Message is): "If they (the Pagans) had 
(only) remained on the (right) Way, We should 
certainly have bestowed on them Rain in abun¬ 
dance. That we might try them by that (means). 

But if any turns away from the remembrance of 
his Lord, He will cause him to undergo ever¬ 
growing chastisement." [Qur’an, 72:1-17] 

It should be stated here that Prophet Muhammad had a hard time 
in his life in delivering the Message of Allah to his people. Most 
of them refused to accept the belief in the Oneness of God. The 
eleventh year of his mission, he lost his wife, Khadijah; he lost his 
uncle, Abu Talib; and when he went to the City of Ta’if, the 
people there refused him and did not allow him to enter the city. 
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Rather, they maltreated him and sent their gangs to throw him with 
stones. They wounded him. The Prophet made a memorable 
prayer of faith and humility which he offerd in the midst of his 
sufferings. After he returned from this journey to Makkah, Jinns 
accepted his mission. Such revelation gave him peace, happiness, 
tranquility, and thanks to Allah. 

Within few months, Allah sent him some people from Madinah 
and gave him a pledge of allegiance to Allah. They encouraged 
him to migrate to them. That agreement (Bay’ah) was the 
foundation of the Hijrah which had to change the fate of Arabia 
and the course of world-history. 

By going back to the story of the believing Jinns, one recognizes 
that even some of the Jinns refused to believe, and they swerved. 
The latter group allowed some people to follow them. By so 
doing, they went astray. Those who follow the Jinns are 
considered Mushriks. 
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Ql. Is Ibliss a jinn or an angel? 

Al. Ibliss is a member of the jinn community. He was the 
chief of all the jinn. He was the father of all the jinn. 
Similarly, Adam was the father of all human beings. See 
chart for the types of creatures that Allah created.

Q2. Who are the jinn? 

A2. The jinn are among the creatures that Allah created. Allah 
created angels, jinn, mankind, animals, plants and others. 
Jinn have some qualities like human beings. These 
qualities are intellect, discrimination, freedom and the 
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power to choose between right and wrong, between true 
and false, as well as between good and bad. 

Q3. When did Allah create the jinn? 

A3. Allah created the jinn before Adam was created. Both 
were created in heaven and lived in paradise. One may 
read in Surah Al-Hijr (The Rocky Tract) [Qur’an, 15:26- 
27]. However, nothing was mentioned about the duration 
of time of the jinn’s creation before Adam. 

Q4. How many types of jinn are there? 

A4. There are three types of jinn. The Hadith of the Prophet 
states that one type flies through the air. The other type of 
jinn consist of snakes, scorpions, creeping things of the 
earth and dogs. The third type are based in one place but 
they travel about and around their own place. See diagram 
of the three types of jinn. 



Q5. From what are the jinn created? 

A5. Jinn are created from fire of hot wind [Qur’an 15:27]; and 
from smokeless fire [Qur’an 55:15]. They were originally 
made from fire and then molded and shaped in the form 
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and shape that Allah wanted them to be. This means that 
they do not anymore possess their fiery nature. It is not 
known therefore, their final shape, form and chemical 
composition. Since we can’t see them, therefore, it is not 
easy to do any analysis of their chemical nature. In 
contrast, mankind was created from soil, mud, and clay. 
They were molded as human being. Our final form is no 
more mud or clay. 

Q6. What is the goal of Shaitan? 

A6. The main purpose of Shaitan is to convince people to 
follow him. He knows exactly that he is to be punished in 
Fire-Hell. So he wants as many people as possible to go 
with him, so that he will not feel lonely and miserable. 

Q7. Do jinn have bodies? 

A7. Yes and no! It depends Upon the information that one 
depends upon. One group of scholars believe that jinn do 
not have bodies of their own. They also do not inhabit 
bodies of other creatures. However, they do exist 
independently by themselves. Therefore, they do not know 
how they do exist without bodies: smoke, flame, fire or 
what? 

The other group of scholars do believe that jinn do have 
bodies either definite or subtle ones. If their bodies are 
definite then they have some density; otherwise, if they are 
subtle, then they are so fine that our weak eyes cannot see 
them. One may read Surah Al-A’raf (The Heights) 
[Qur’an, 7:27]. Even if they are subtle they should have 
weight and density similar to that of the air itself. 
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Q8. Do jinn have other names? 

A8. Yes. They do have several names. 

(1) Jinni is referred to one particular jinn. 

(2) Shaitan: A jinni who is malicious, vicious and 
wicked. 

(3) Tfrit: A jinni who is stronger and more powerful 
than a shaitan. 

(4) ‘Amir: Resident jinni who lives with people. 

Q9. Do Jinn have power to take on forms? 

A9. Yes. Jinn do take on forms and change shapes. They can 
take the form of snakes, scorpions, horses, cattle, sheep, 
camels, birds and other animals. Surprisingly, they can 
appear in human form too. 

Q10. What types of power do jinn have? 

A10. Jinn have the power of fast movement, and the power of 
carrying heavy things from place to place in a twinkling of 
an eye. One may refer to the story of Prophet Sulayman 
and the Tfrit of the jinn who was able to bring the throne 
of the queen of Yemen to Jerusalem. One may read the 
Qur’an, Surah Al-Naml (The Ants) [Qur’an, 27:39]. 

Jinn have the power to rise up to high places outside the 
earth’s orbit to steal information. Whoever does that, he 
receives meteorites to bum him into ash. 
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Qll. Do jinn walk? 

All. Yes. Jinn do walk in as much as they fly. Jinn walk with 
one sandal only. Our Prophet (pbuh) recommended us not 
to walk with one sandal so that we avoid imitating Shaitan. 
In a twinkling of an eye, a jinn can walk from his place to 
the horizon area. One foot could be here, and the other 
foot reaches the horizon. 



Q12. Do jinn die? 

A12. Yes. Jinn do die. As long as they are creatures created by 
Allah, they should die. They are creatures that marry, 
produce children, eat, drink and die like all other creatures 
in the universe. One may read Qur’an Surah Al-Rahman 
(The Most Merciful) [Qur’an, 55:26-28], 

Q13. When is the best time that jinn may be present with us? 

A13. Jinn are frequently present at nightfall. We are recom¬ 
mended to bring our children indoor at the time of sunset. 
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We should even close the doors of our houses at that time. 
It was mentioned that jinn do not open a closed door at 
dusk time. We should mention the name of Allah. It was 
mentioned also that when an hour of the time goes by, we 
can let our children out. 

Q14. Where is the headquarters of jinn? 

A14. The main headquarters of jinn is on the sea. The chief 
shaitan gives orders to his soldiers to move to the land to 
advise people to do all types of crimes, immoralities, 
vulgarities and mischief. 

Q15. Do the jinn feel envy of us? 

A15. Yes. There are two types of evil eye: human and the jinn. 
One has to read regularly ‘Auzu Billahi Minash-shaitanir 
Rajeem. Also by reading Ayah Al-Kursi and Al- 
Mu‘awwazatain, one will be protected from the evil eyes 
of both the jinn and mankind. 

Q16. Are there messengers and prophets from within the 
community of jinn? 

A16. Yes. Allah has sent prophets and messengers to jinn from 
within the jinn community. Also, Allah sent Prophet 
Muhammad to mankind, to jinn, and to other creatures. In 
Surah Al-An‘am (The Cattle) Allah explains that He sent 
messengers to men and to jinn. See Qur’an (6:130). 

Q17. Do jinn have different religions, sects and denomina¬ 
tions? 

A17. In Surah Al-Jinn (Ch. 72) Allah informs us that some jinn 
accepted Islam, while others refused. Those who refused 
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have deviated, and developed for themselves different 
methods, different ways of life, and different religions, 
sects and denominations. 

Q18. Are the jinn rewarded or punished for their actions, 
deeds and intentions? 

A18. The jinn are rewarded or punished for their actions and 
intentions. One may read Qur’an (6:132), (41:25), (72:14- 
15), (55:46-47, and (41:24). Since they are given the 
choice to choose and to decide, therefore, they are 
responsible for all their deeds, actions and intentions. We 
do not know how they are rewarded or punished. 

Q19. Do jinn marry and have children? 

A19. Yes. Jinn do marry and they do have children. The way 
they marry is not known to us yet. We may be able to 
know in the future if Allah wants us to know. 

People never knew about microbes, viruses, and the unseen 
micro creatures. Now we are able to know many things 
about their life cycles, their life duration, their methods of 
duplication or reproduction: sexually and asexually. The 
mere fact that we don’t know how the jinn marry and 
reproduce does not negate their being married and 
reproduce. The Qur’an stipulates in Surah Al-Kahf (18:50) 
that they have offspring. Similarly, the Qur’an states in 
Surah Al-Rahman (55:56) that jinn and human beings never 
touched (married) the ladies of paradise. 

Q20. Can human beings and jinn intermarry? 

A20. Yes and no. It depends upon how one looks at it. It is a 
known fact in the Qur’an in Surah Al-Israa’ (17:64) that

jinn may share with us our wealth and our children. The 
Hadith of the Prophet (pbuh) reconfirms this concept when 
he says that when a man has marital relationship with his 
wife, he should mention the name of Allah. He should 
seek refuge in Allah from the outcast shaitan. Otherwise, 
shaitan folds himself up in the man’s urethra and shall have 
sex intercourse along with him. 

Moreover, when a man goes to his wife while she is in her 
mense, shaitan precedes him. She shall conceive and will 
bring forth an effete person (Mukhannath). Such an effete 
is considered to be the child of the jinn. 

Q21. Do jinn eat and drink? If yes, how? 

A21. There are several positions towards this question. Some 
Muslim scholars say that jinn do not eat or drink. Some 
say that some jinn do eat and drink while others don’t. 
The majority of Muslim scholars believe that jinn do eat 
and drink. They eat and drink from their mouth, but we 
don’t know about the method of digestion, metabolism, 
perspiration, excretion and defecation. 

The types of food that the jinn eat are anything and 
everything. Whatever human being eat they eat. Most 
important they eat with people. They share people’s eating 
food without people’s permission. Any person that starts 
eating without mentioning the name of Allah, jinn enjoy 
sharing that type of food with that person. 

There is no limit for their satiety, and they don’t feel 
satisfied. They will continue to eat with the people. The 
food therefore is not blessed, and is found to be not 
sufficient to the human being. 
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Where there is no food to eat, or even to share with 
people, they eat bones and dung. 

Q22. Do jinn have animals as pets? 

A22. Yes. Jinn do have animals or beasts of their own. The 
Prophet (pbuh) mentioned that every piece of dung is a 
fodder for the beasts of the jinn. However, we do not 
know what type of beasts the jinn have. The same thing is 
to be said as to the varieties of beasts, their number, their 
shape, their size, their weight and so on. 

Q23. Do jinn have homes of their own? 

A23. Yes. The jinn do have homes. They live all over the 
planet earth. However, there are special places that one 
may find them in abundance and on a regular basis. These 
are deserts, ruins, places of impurities such as dunghills, 
bathrooms and graveyards. They live in houses of human 
beings too. For those who enter their houses mentioning 
the name of Allah, the jinn cannot have a place to stay 
overnight in that house. They cannot eat also if people 
mention the name of Allah. 

Q24. Do jinn have Da‘iyah to preach the message of Islam? 

A24. Yes. Jinn have Da‘iyah to preach and to teach the message 
that was revealed upon Prophet Muhammad; namely, the 
religion of Islam. In both places in the Qur’an, Allah 
informs us about the presence of jinn Da’iyah. These are 
Surah Al-Ahqaf (Winding Sand-Tracts) and Surah Al-Jinn. 
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Q25. Is it allowed in Islam to ask an ‘Arraf to get us 
information of the past and future from jinn? 

A25. No. It is not permitted at all. After the Qur’an was 
revealed to Prophet Muhammad, no Muslim is authorized 
to talk to jinn and/or to request them for anything. 
Whoever does that, is committing a shirk. 

Our communication is with Allah directly, and our source 
of guidance is the Qur’an and the Sunnah of the Prophet 
(pbuh). 

Q26. Does shaitan create trouble in masjid? 

A26. Yes. Shaitan tries his best to come to every masjid if 
possible. His coming is to create commotion and trouble 
among the Muslims. 

When Muslims pray, they stand in straight lines. They 
should never leave gaps between any two individuals; 
otherwise, shaitan comes in and starts creating commotion 
(Fitnah). 

Q27. Is it true that animals see jinn or angels? 

A27. Yes. Animals do see angels and shaitan. When a rooster 
sees an angel, it starts crowing. However, when a donkey 
starts braying, it is seeing a jinn. 

Q28. What is the relationship between shaitan and false 
menstruation? 

A28. The Prophet (pbuh) informed us that false menstruation is 
an impulse from shaitan. It might be a metaphoric 
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expression that the Prophet said at that time. We don’t 
know much more than that. 

Q29. Can shaitan come to us in our dreams? 

A29. Yes. Shaitan can come to us in our dreams. Many have 
experienced nightmares, bedwetting, and unpleasant 
dreams. In this way shaitan tries his best to harm us in our 
dreams causing us sorrows and psychological troubles. 

One must protect himself before sleeping by reading Ayah 
Al-Kursi and the two Surah of Al-Mu’awwazatain. 

There are three types of dreams; please see the following 
diagram. 



Q30. Do jinn have chemical composition in a similar way like 
human beings? 

A30. We do not know the type of chemical composition. While 
human bodies were analyzed, the jinn’s bodies cannot be 
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seen and cannot be caught to be analyzed. We do know, 
however, that they were made out of fire and smoke. 

Q31. Is it true that shaitan is present when a child is born? 

A31. Yes. The moment a child is bom a special shaitan is 
assigned by the chief to be responsible for the newly bom 
baby. 

The jinn or shaitan acts as a Qareen or Qareena. The 
father is to read Azan to the right ear and Iqamah to the 
left ear. He should protect the baby regularly with reading 
Ayah Al-Kursi and the Mu‘awwazatain. 

Q32. Is it true that shaitan is present during marital 
relationship? 

A32. Of course! That is the most exciting place, position and 
appearance for him. He tries to whisper to them to do all 
varieties of halal and haram activities while they are 
unaware of the situation. Muslim parents should cover 
themselves, read Qur’an Surah Al-Ikhlass and make a 
special Du‘a’ before having relationship.
